Nanaimo, Oct. 20. — F. J. Deane, sec- 
retary of the Oriental commission, be- 
gan his duty here to-day, making prelim- 
inary arrangements for an investigation 
of the Chinese-Japanese labor question. 

Knlph Smith's friends here say it is not 
necessary for him to resign his position 
as commissioner, as he does not intend to 
take pay for his services.

RAILWAY WRECK. 

Two Men Killed in an Accident at 
Buffalo. 

Buffalo, N. Y., Oct. 20. — A freight 
train on the Lackawanna to-night, ■while 
running down grade into the city, struck 
a work train which was standing on tho 
track. Andrew Davidson and Thomas 
Muloney, employed on the work train, 
were killed, and William Walsh, a tire- 
man, was seriously injured. The debris 
had not been cleared at a late hour, and 
it is thought there may be others among 
the ruins. 



London, Oct. 20.— The agreement be- 
tween Great Britain and Germany to 
mcintau the territorial integrity of 
China, while it savors of independent ac- 
tion, und would doubtless be adhered to, 
despite the protest of any other power, 
is not looked upon here ay forming an 
obstacle to the progress of negotiations 
upon the basis laid down in the last 
French note, or, indeed, upon any propo- 
sitions which are not infringements upon 
the essential principles of the Anglo-Ger- 
man compact. 

The Associated Press is informed ihat 
Lord Salisbury's reservations, or com- 
mendations, as he prefers to have them 
culled, when answering the recent notes, 
especially that of France, all bid fair 
either to bo accepted or result in such 
modifications that Great Britain will be 
assured that territorial integrity will, be 
conserved, and will be able to join whole- 
souled in tho negotiations, which may al- 
ready be said to have started in Pekln. 
In short, apart from tho gratification over 
tho agreement with Germany, a much 
more hopeful spirit is evidenced nt the 
foreign office than was shown lust week, 
over the prospect of a successful termin- 
ation or the negotiations and the bolieJ 
tluit they will not bu dragged out over 
such an interminable period as to render 
ineffective the eventual decision. That 
Lord Salisbury should have selected Ger- 
many, or vice versa, to be a party to this 
pronouncement, is taken to be highly 
significant of the close relations between 
the two powers in question, and may al- 
most be said to constitute an alliancu 
which, for purposes of the immediate fu- 
ture, bids fair to bring Germany into 
even closer touch with Great Britain 
that she is with the other members of 
the triple alliance, though it can safely be 
asserted that Austria initially will read- 
ily accept an invitation to concur in the 
principles enunciated by the Salisbury- 
Hutzfoldt agreement. That the United 
States will follow suit is taken here as 
a foregone conclusion, while tho British 
foreign office expects Japan and hopes 
France will do the same. Russia, of 
course, is a difficult factor in the situ- 
ation, but it is not believed she will stand 
out against the world, especially in tho 
face of such a patently aggressive alli- 
ance as was announced this morning. 

Tho latest and most important project 
on foot in England is the construction of 
a canal from Southampton to London. 
\o word of the new scheme has yet been 
mentioned in the papers, and few people 
know of its existence. Nevertheless, the 
route from Southampton to London has 
been carefully surveyed by competent en- 
gineers, who declare the canal is not only 
feasible, but that it could be built at a 
comparatively small expense. The whole 
matter has just been put in the hands of 
the same firm of contractors which is 
handling the new Loudon railroad. The 
legal and other difficulties which are ne- 
cessary to overcome before the construc- 
tion of the canal is assured are so great 
that some time must elapse before the 
financial part of the matter comes ut- 
prominently. The opposition encountered 
by the proprietors of the Manchester 
canal in parliament and elsewhere would 
probably be as nothing in this case. What 
commercial revolutions will ensue from a 
ship canal enabling trans-Atlantic linere 
to land their passengers in the heart of 
Loudon many hours earlier than by any 
other route can easily be judged by the 
growing popularity of the smaller ship 
lines now sailing direct to and from Lou- 
don by the slow and difficult way of the 
Thames. 

There are reports that plague has brok- 
en out in London, which is considered by 
some people worse than the plague in 
Glasgow. 

Apparently as a sequel to the remarks 
on Mr, Joseph Chamberlain's connection 
with the government contracting firms, 
the war office has issued a circular in- 
forming all bidders that they must sub- 
mit the names of their principals and 
partners in business, and if iu the case 
of u company, the names of its directors. 
This step meets with unanimous appro- 
val, and, it is believed, is likely to effectu- 
ally stop even the suspicion of a scandal, 

Serious protests arise on all sides 
against the action of the war office in 
sending to South Africa members of tho 
force who belonged to the army reserve. 
It is asserted that this has caused a de- 
cimation of the force. 



GUARANTEE COMPANY SUED. 

They Claim Their Conditions Were Not 
Complied With. 

Montreal, Oct. 20— The Western Loan 
it Trust C>. have entered action against 
the Dominion of Canada Guarantee oc 
Accident Insurance Co. for .$10,000, 
amount of surety bond issued by the 
guarantee company for the fidelity of tho 
late William Barclay Stephens, manager 
of the trust company. Defendants con- 
test their liability on the ground that the 
warrant and representations contained in 
the application for a policy were not ful- 
filled; that the accounts of Stephens 
were not audited, and thnt he was per- 
mitted by the directors to exceed the 
authority confided to him by the com- 
pany's by-laws.

Montreal, Oct. 20.— Sir Charles Tup- 
pur, seen by your correspondent previous, 
to his departure for Toronto, was in 
splendid spirits, and expressed himself as 
thoroughly satisfied with the Conserva- 
tive prospects. " I have just returned, 
from Nova Scotia," said Sir unurles, 
"and the prospects in that province are 
splendid. I believe we shall carry 15,. 
or it may be 10, out of the 20 seats. 

" In New Brunswick the prospects are 
also bright, and I believe that Mr. Fos- 
ter will defeat Mr. Blair in St. John. 

"I* Prince Edward Island the indica- 
tions are that the Conservatives will 
carry four out of the five seats, and even 
Sir Louis Davies himself may be de- 
feated. 

"Advices from oil over the Dominion- 
are of the same encouraging nature, and 
all indications, despite the boastings of 
the Liberals, point to a great Conserva- 
tive triumph throughout the Dominion in 
November." 

Sir Charles said he was going to To- 
ronto to visit his friends in that city, and. 
his future movements would depend upon 
circumstances. 

Vancouver, Oct. 20.— Tho Vancouver - 
Conservatives held the first rally of the 
campaign iu their big central committeo- 
rooms to-night. In spite of the very 
stormy night, there was a big turn-out. . 
Mayor Garden, Vancouver's candidate, 
was the first speaker. Lie said that he 
was the candidate for Burrard with no - 
choice of his own, but his friends thought 
it necessary that he should run, and for- 
the sake of the grand old party he. was 
willing to sacrifice his personal interests. 
He believed the Conservatives would win 
by fair and honorable means, not as the- 
Liberals won, by false pretences, corrupt 
practices and misrepresentations. He 
quote!! II. H. Cook as his authority for 
debouncing the Liberals as a corrupt 
party, who hud broken many solemn 
pledges during their short term of office. 
He said the new Liberal party had none 
of the rugged virtues of the old Liberals. 

He was in favor of keeping out Chi- 
nese, he censured the government for 
building public works in British Colum- 
bia with workmen brought from Ottawa, 
and referred to many other acts of the 
Liberal government as reasons why the 
Liberals bad been tried and found want- 
ing, and the Conservatives should he re- 
turned to power. 

Ex- Alderman Towler, J. Young and: 
F. Ellis spoke as laboring men, and were' 
followed by Ex-Alderman Howett of 
Toronto, Capt. Tatlow and many others.. 
The speeches were listened to with much 
interest, and the audience tvas enthusi- 
astic. 

Ottawa, Oct. 20— The registration of 
the manhood suffrage vote closed here 
to-night. A majority of about 4,000 of 
the names enrolled is claimed by the 
Conservatives. 

Taylor McVitty, who in 1800 contribut- 
ed to defeat the Conservative candidates 
in Ottawa by running as an anti-remedial 
Conservative, was again in the field at 
the opening of the present campaign, but 
now announces his retirement. This- 
should render the election of two Con- 
servatives certain. 

Berlin, Out., Oct. 20.— It looks very 
much as if Joseph Seagram will be re- 
turned by acclamation in North Water- 
loo, if a story told by both parties is true, 
namely, that, the party managers have 
come to an agreement whereby the Lib- 
erals will not oppose Seagram for the 
Commons if in return the Conservatives 
do not oppose Breithaupt for the legis- 
lature-. Breithaupt was elected at a bye- 
election, but unseated. 



llazelton, Pa., Oct. 20.— President Mit- 
chell to-night issued a signed statement, 
in which he condemned the reports pub- 
lished in some newspapers that the strik- 
ers had desecrated a cemetery in Hazel- 
ton. He said he made a careful investi- 
gation and could find no evidence that 
fastened the offense on uny of the strik- 
ers in the slightest. Continuing, Mr. Mit- 
chell said: "I also wish to deny the ab- 
surd statements that have appeared in 
the columns of some of the papers, to the 
effect that we contemplate inaugurating 
a national strike of coal miners on April 
1. The relations between the coal min- 
ers and the operators are entirely har- 
monious, and our agreements are made in 
joint conference and last for one year. 
We hope that the anthracite operators 
and miners will also adopt this humane 
and progressive method of adjusting the 
wage scale in the future, thus making 
strikes and lock outs -unnecessary." 

Seranton, Pa., Oct. 20.— The Hillside

Make an Aflreement to Main- 
tain Integrity of Chinese 
Territory 



And Will Direct Their Policy To 
wards Keeping Trade Door 
Open. 



Loudon, Oct. 20.— Germany and Eng- 
land have formed an alliauce to uinin- 
tuiii the territorial integrity of China, 
and to keep the porta open. The terms 
uf tliifi important agreement o£ the two 
countries, which was arrived at ou Octo- 
ber It! between Lord .Salisbury and 
Count von llatsfeldt, German ambassa- 
dor to England, are olflciully given out 
as follows: 

The German government and Her 
.Britannic Majesty's government, being 
desirous: to maintain their interests in 
China, and their rights uuder existing 
treaties, have agreed to observe the fol- 
lowing principles regarding a mutual 
policy in China: 

Firstly— It is a matter ol* joint perma- 
nent international interest that the ports 
on the rivers and littoral of China should 
remain free and open to trade and to 
every other legitimate form of economic 
activity for the peoples of all countries, 
without distinction, and the two govern- 
ments agree on their part to uphold the 
same for all Chinese territory, us - fur as 
they can eserctee inlluunpe. 

Secondly — Both governments will not, 
• on their part, make use of the present 
complications to obtain for themselves 
any territorial advantage in the Chinese 
dominion, and will direct their policy 
towards maintaining undiminished the 
.territorial condition of the Chinese em- 
pire. 

Thirdly — In case of another power 
making use of the complications iu 
China in order to obtain, under any 
form whatever, such territorial advan- 
tages, the two contracting parties reserve 
to themselves the right to come to a pre- 
liminary understanding regarding the 
eventual step to be taken for the protec- 
tion of their own interests in China. 

Fourthly— The two governments will 
communicate this agreement to the other 
powers interested, especially Austria, 
Hungary, France, Italy, Japan. Russia 
and the United States, and invite them 
to accept the principles recorded in it. 



THE PRINCE'S JOKE. 

"Mrs. Cornwallis West Taught a Lesson 
in Court Etiquette. 

. London, Oct. 20.— The Prince of Wales 
.has been visiting Mr. W. G. Jameaon 
who its going to help Sir Thomas Lipton 
in the hitter's fresh effort to "lift" the 
America's cup. On his -way he admin- 
istered a lesson iu courtesy and punctual- 
ity to Mrs. George Cornwallis West 
(formerly Lady Randolph Churchill) and 
her husband, Lieut. George Cornwallis 
West. They were to have accompanied 
the Prince, but not being on the platform 
the minute the train was scheduled to 
start, it pulled out of the depot without 
them. Several breaches of the binding 
etiquette, which provides that all guests 
assemble prior to the arrival of the 
royal party, have recently occurred at 
dinners, and, according to the Daily 
Chronicle, the offenders have nearly al- 
ways been Americans. The Prince of 
Wales, it is said, keenly enjoyed the joke 
<if making such an experienced woman as 
Mrs. George Cornwallis West a public 
'example of his dislike of such lapses. 

GERMANY PLEASED. 

Thinks Agreement With Great Britain 
Is a Reassuring Sign. 

Berlin, Oct. 20.— An inspired article in 
the North German Gazette regards die 
Anglo-German agreement as a re- 
assuring sign of the peace of the world, 
and says that Great Britain, just as Ger- 
many does, expressly denounces all in- 
tention of making use of the complica- 
tions in China for her special advantage, 
and in economic aims adheres to the 
principle of equal rights for all.

NOT SUPPORTING IT. 

Trades aad Labor Council Deny That 
They Are Backing Up the 
Labor Party. 

Vancouver, Oct. 20.— At the regular 
meeting of the Trades and Labor Coun- 
cil, the question as to the Trades and 
Labor Council's connection with the Van- 
couver Labor party, who endorsed Max- 
well, was raised. It was explained by 
many speakers that the Trades and 
Labor Council, while not repudiating any 
party, should put themselves on record as 
not supporting or upholding any party, 
for they were not a political party, but, 
as the name signified, a trades and labor 
council. To place the matter properly 
before the public, a resolution was unani- 
mously passed that the Trades and 
Labor Council hail no connection with 
the Vancouver Labor party. As ex- 
plained by a member of the executive 
committee to the Colonist correspondent, 
this morning, a wrong impression had 
got abroad that they were endorsing the 
Labor parly of Vancouver. They were 
not endorsing any party, he said, nor 
were the members of the council asked 
to join the Labor party. 

This leaves the so-called Labor party 
who backed Mr. Maxwell without any 
substantial backing themselves, and the 
general impression hi Vancouver is that 
the self-styled Labor party do not repre- 
sent the laboring classes oi Vancouver, 
but consist of a handful of men who have 
political ambitions and certain axes to 
grind, who are endeavoring in vain to 
whip the laboring classes iu line to serve 
their own ends.

CHANCELLOR YON BULOW, 

He Will Be Unfettered and Not Follow 
Any Set Programme. 

Berlin, Oct. 2() — Count von Billow's ac- 
cession to the imperial chancellorship and 
Prince Hohcnlohe's retirement still form 
the all-absorbing topics here. Concern- 
ing the precise character of the scenes in 
Hamburg leading to the retirement of 
Prince Hohenluhe, no authentic state- 
ment has yet appeared, nor probably will 
appear. 

Von Billow's position as imperial chan- 
cellor will be beset with extreme dilll- 
culties and will require perhaps more 
diplomatic skill than statesmanship. Not 
alone will His Majesty want to be his 
own chancellor and exercise interference 
even in the most delicate matters, but 
there are also great parliamentary diffi- 
culties to overcome. To carry through 
the reichstag the commercial treaties 
now under way will tax his full energy. 
At best Von Bulow, like Bismarck, will 
only be able to make politics "von fall 
sen' fall " (literally "from case to case,") 
meaning that the new chancellor will act 
on each case as it conies up. 

In other words, he will not follow a 
general political programme, but will be 
unfettered. 

Count von Bulow will retain the foreign 
olllce portfolio and the chancellorship. 
Prince Hohenlohe will spend some time 
at Baden, Munich and Aussig. He will 
probably pass the winter in Berlin. 

CHARLES DUDLEY WARNER. 

The Genial Writer lias Finished His 
"Little Journey in the World." 

Hartford, Conn., Oct. 20.— Charles 
Dudley Warner, of literary fume, one of 
the owners of the Hartford Couraut 
died this afternoon of pneumonia. 

Mr. Warner's delightful writing was 
widely known, for he conducted tho Edi- 
tor's Drawer" and afterwards "The 
Study" in Harper's Magazine, and con- 
tributed to the- Atlantic, Century and 
other leading periodicals. He wrote 
quite a number of books, such as "My 
Winter On the Nile," "Barkloy Strides." 
"In the Wilderness," "Captain John 
Smith," "Washington Irving," und, in 
conjunction with Mark Twain, "The 
Gidled Age."

Steamer Glenogle arrived yesterday 
afternoon from the Orient. She brought 
2,5(JU tons of general Chinese und Jap- 
anese freight, 170 tons of which was 
landed at the outer wharf, the balance 
being for through points. Her passeu- 
gei list was small. There were three 
refugee missionary Indies, the Misses Ar- 
nott, Hancock and Worthiugtou, of the 
China Inland Mission. They were stu- 
tioued at Szechuun, und they said, obey- 
ed the call given by the ollicials for all 
missionaries to leave the country. They 
look passage down the Yang Tse Kiang 
from Chungking, the last of the treaty 
porta up the river, and went down to 
Shanghai, where they look passage on 
the Uleuugle. When they left the coast 
port there were over a thousand mission- 
ary refugees there, and more were com- 
ing iu daily. There was a little rioting 
iu Szechuun, but no disturbance anything 
like the Boxer troubles in Shan 8i and 
Chlhli. They hud no exciting experiences 
to spoil k of. The remaining saloon pas- 
sengers >vere Uev. and Mrs. Clupham, of 
Tacoma. While they came home from 
their trip to the Orient on the Glenogle, 
about eighteen months or so ago they 
nearly had the Glenogle coming on them. 
Rev. Clapham und wife then occupied u 
stateroom on the ill-futed City of King- 
ston, and when the collision between that 
vessel und the Glenogle occurred the 
China steamer on which the two came 
home poked her prow through the King- 
ston's hull into their stateroom. There 
were live Japs for here and 12 Chinese 
for Taconia. 

The Glenogle brings some hitherto un- 
published details of the flight of the Dow- 
uger Empress und the Chinese court 
from 1'ekiu. The Shanghai Mercury 
says: "It appears that in uccorduuee 
with the regular practice of the Chinese 
ollicials in similar cuses, false reports of 
supposititious victories over the allies 
were peristently rendered to the palace, 
with the result that the court was lulled 
into a feeling of fancied security, and it 
was not until the allies had actually en- 
tered the capital Unit the reul facts be- 
came known to the Empress, and a rude 
awakening took place. On the early 
morning of the 15th of August, the Dow- 
ager, iu company with the Emperor, left 
the palace clothed in common Chinese 
cotton garments, travelling in an ordin- 
ary Chinese curt, und accompanied by an 
insigniticent retinue. Such was the hur- 
ry of their departure that no money or 
valuables in any quantity were taken 
with them, and for several days the im- 
perial party is said to have suffered the 
greatest hardship. The only food with 
which they were supplied was the com- 
mon millet of the country, and at night 
l hey had to sleep in wayside inns on the 
rough brick kangs furnished for the ac- 
commodation of travellers. Amongst 
those who accompanied the court were 
Prince Tuan, Kangyi and Wang Wen- 
shuo, and it is said that the Empress, 
feeling sympathy with the latter on ac- 
count of his age, urged him to return to 
his residence nt the capital, but the old 
man begged witli tears to be allowed to 
share in the exile of the court." 

Horrible details are given of the mur- 
ders of Frnncesenn priests in Western 
China. In South Hunan, Bishop Fan- 
losate was killed, his murderers taking 
rour hours to kill him, cutting off an 
arm, a leg. nulling out the eyes, etc., un- 
til death finally relieved their victim. Two 
priests were smeared with petroleum und 
set alight beside him. Two priests es- 
caped from thin district, one in n cof- 
fin, in which In- spent 115 days. At Hsien 
Shien, in Chihli, :S French priests and 
3,000 Chinese were massacred, when the 
church they tried to defend was rushed. 
Tin- priests' heads were cut off und stuck 
on the city gates.

The Schooner Triumph Returns 
With tier Mate Dead on 
Board. 

Boscowltz Will Take Miners North 
— Manauense Goes to 
Mexico. 



Another trio of sealing schooners sailed 
into the huibop yesterday from the sea, 
and thrw more were reported in the 
Straits. One of the arrivals of yester- 
day, the Triumph, came in with her Hag 
at half-mast, for her mate, Ed. McDon- 
ald, better known on the waterfront as 
"Long Mac," died on Thursday at Ahou- 
sett. The body was brought down 
to Victoria for interment. Mc- 
donald had complained of ill-health 
after leaving the sea, and on Thursday 
his illness grew worse and terminated 
in his death- The deceased sealer had 
been in the employ of K. B. Marvin for 
years, and for a time was second mate 
of the steamer Islander. He was well 
known on the waterfront. He leaves il 
wife to mourn his loss. The deceased 
sealer was a friend of the unfortunate 
Stewart family — some say a relative — 
and had not learned of the sad tragedy 
whereby Mrs. Stewart and her daughter 
lost their lives when the river steamer 
Florence S. turned turtle. 

The other arrivals from the sea were 
the Vera and Borealis. The first named 
had 558 skins and the Borealis 17:3. The 
Triumph bad 037. The vessels following 
them into port are the Annie 12. Paint, 
which was at Clayoquot when the other 
schooners left, with -107 skins; the 
Carrie C. W. and rJ. B. Marvin, with 
about -1U0. Other schooners reported on 
the coast are the Libbie, with 428 skins; 
Zillah Mav, iV&U Aiuoka, 555; Beatrice, 
412; Ari'etis, 507. The Victoria was 
reported to be at Hesquoit. 

The Vera has two branded skins, and 
several others are said to be on the other 
vessels. More have been taken tins year 
than in the Past. The Carrie C. W. lest 
one of her canoes in Behring sea, accord- 
ing to the report of the Vera, and two 
Indians were drowned. This is the first 
accident of this kind reported this season. 

FROM THF, NORTH. 

Miners Will Be Taken Up to Gribbel 
and Princess Royal Islands 
by the Boscowitz. 

Steamer Boscowitz. arrived at 11 a. m. 
yesterday from Vancouver, where she 
has been discharging 4,000 casecs of 
salmon, and she began to discharge her 
balance of 3,000 cases yesterday after- 
noon into the ship Fiery Cross at the 
outer wharf. The Fiery Cross has been 
well filled Op, and in a few days sin? will 
have completed her cargo of about 51,000 
cases. She will then go around to Es- 
quimalt to load about 500 tons more 
naval stores before battening down her 
hatches. 

The Boscowitz was not damaged by 
the gales encountered in Queen Char- 
lotte Sound, as reported, but was unable, 
on account of the high seas running, to 
get in to Skidegate. She oniy called at 
Clew on the islands, and brought from 
there to Victoria a resident of this city 
who met with an accident 'there. The 
unfortunate man was Mr. Barton. He 
fell from the wharf a distance of about 
20 feet, and was badly shaken up anil 
bruised. He had to come dowii in con- 
sequence of the accident. 

News of an accident to three of The 
crew of the river steamer Monte Cristo 
was also given. They were struck by 
the ends of a wire cable, which gave 
way whi'e they were attempting to get 
tin* steamer off the rock on which she 
had struck. The steamer had been 
brought down to Esflington and was 
being repaired when the Boscowitz left. 

Among the passengers who came down 
on the Boscowitz were a number of 
miners from Gribbel Island, which is 
having a quartz boom. When the 
steamer leaves on Monday she will Curry 
12 men to the island who are being taken 
up to work one of the quartz properties 
there. She will also take a party of 
10 miners to Princess Royal Island, 
when? the mining outlook is very favor- 
able. 



up here for repairs. The litigation be- 
tween the Albion Iron Works and the 
operators of the steamer, for work done, 
resulted in the vessel being sold, and 
after a time she passed into the hands 
of San Francisco shipping men, who 
chartered her to the United Suites gov- 
ernment and got back wdiat they had 
paid in one trip. That trip gave material 
for columns in the San Francisco news- 
papers, for it was said that during the 
voyage she had a narrow escape from 
foundering, with troops on board. The 
investigation which followed is now a 
matter of history. Afterwards she 
pasted into the hands of the Western 
Commercial Company, for whom she has 
of late been tramping wherever business 
offered. Her last business was the 
making of three voyages between Union 
and Skagway with coal for the White 
Pass & Yukon railway. She has been 
placed under the Mexican tlag. Capt. 
John von Helms will replace Capt. 
Barneson, and she will ply between San 
Francisco and Mexican ports, in opposi- 
tion to the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany's vessels. 



IMPROVED SERVICE. 

Pacific Coast Company Building New 
Steamers For Their Routes. 

Steamer Walla Walla arrived at the 
quarantine station last night from the 
Golden Gate. She will come into the 
outer wharf this morning. The steamer 
City of Pueblu will sail for San Francis- 
co to-night. Next year both these vessels 
are to be converted into colliers for car- 
rving coal cargoes south instead of pas- 
sengers, for the Pacitic Coast Steamship 
Company have arranged for several im- 
portant additions to its fleet ami improve- 
ments in their service for the following 
year, principal among which is the build- 
ing of two large modern passenger 
steamers to run between San Francisco, 
Victoria and Paget Sound. The steam- 
ers now employed on that route are to 
be rebuilt for colliers. The new passen- 
ger steamers will be 400 feet long, with 
a guaranteed speed of eighteen knots per 
hour, and superior accommodations for 
SOU passengers. 

The steamer State of California, which 
will be withdrawn from the Portland 
route, will be operated between Seattle 
and Skagway, as an express steamer, 
running opposite the new steamer Spo- 
kane, now building at the Union Iron 
Works, and designed expressly for that 
service. 

In addition to these vessels, the Pacific 
Coast Steamship Company will operate 
i -.. the Southern Alaska route the steam- 
ers City of Topeka, AI-Ki, Cottage City 
md Senator, the latter to run exclusively 
between British Columbia and Skagway.

THE "NEW" BRITISH SOLDIER. 

How War Has Transformed "Tommy 
Atkins"— Resourceful Reservists 

From the London Mail. 

Bronzed, and as a rule, bearded, hard 
as nails, in the usual acceptation of the 
word, unsoldierly — such is the appearance 
of the British at present serving in the 
Transvaal and Orange River Colony. Not 
even his most ardent admirers could call 
him smart; his clothes patched with any- 
thing that came handy at the time, his 
kit put on in a rough and ready manner. 

However, our men are themselves a 
splendid lot, Htrong and well made, giv- 
ing little or no trouble to their officers; 
cheerful under the most discouraging cir- 
cumstances, often singing when it rains, 
marching, and, as a rule, fighting in stol- 
id silence. A tramp of some 500 miles, 
often on half rations, under a hot sun by 
day and frequently drenched by ruin or 
chilled by frost by night, a blanket and 
a waterproof sheet being their only cov- 
ering, has made them what they are, 
thorough soldiers, no pipeclay or polish 
about them, but eminently serviceable, 
and in a condition to bear the hardships 
of war. 

At the commencement of the campagin 
the British soldier began by losing his kit, 
leaving behind him what was useless and 
cumbersome; at this stage of the war, 
however, little is considered as "useless." 
The men have' in fact learned to shift for 
themselves, though, largely owing to the 
difference in training of the two services, 
they are not no expert at the business as 
the bluejacket, who is a worthy rival of 
the Frenchman in this respect. Never- 
theless, the improvement since the be- 
ginning of the war is very marked, and 
the lime within which after arriving in 
cam)), the cooking pots are or the fires 
has been reduced by at least one-half 
within the last six months. 

At a halt on the line of march in a 
country where wood is scarce, the men 
would collect all they possibly could and 
carry it with tbeiu for miles, not heeding 
the extra weight:- then, on reaching the' 
camping ground, they would antipicnto 
the regulation tea by cooking, in their 
canteens, mealie meal or any other lux- 
uries they had been able to obtain, and 
often mealie meal was a luxury. Latter- 
ly flour has been issued in lieu of half 
the biscuit ration, the men having to cook 
it a« best they could. One wonders what 
they would have done with it a few 
months ago. 

it is remarkable what care and atten- 
tion they pay to their rifles, having learn- 
ed to know the value of a bolt which 
works smoothly, and a magazine spring 
which acts when roquired. 

On the march the men would go on 
mechanically, more like trek oxen than 
anything else, smoking when they had 
the means, scarcely ever speaking, ex- 

pt in the early morning, each one look- 

g at the ground a few paces in front 
seeing nothing of the country and caring 
lesH. The Orange River Colony is cer- 
tainly not. an interesting country for a 
walking tour. 

In action, though he may be dull, or 
even stupid, he goes straight, and is, in 
the strict sense of the word a "perfect 
fighting machine." 

• It is a curious fact that, on the infant- 
ryman, shells have a greater moral effect 
than rifle bullets, though the latter are 
by far the more effective, while the gun- 
ner, on the other hand, would rather be 
under shell than rifle fire. Neither loves 
the merry pom-pom, which, though the 
least dangerous, has an effect on the ner- 

■s which no one can help experiencing. 

At the commencement of the campagin 
the man serving with the colors was a 
decidedly better soldier than tho reserv- 
ist. The latter came from civil life, and, 
naturally, lie did not take kindly to the 
hardships of war. He had. to a great 
extent, lost touch with the regiment, and 
did not experience that keen sense of 
delight at the prospect oi' seeing active 
service which his confrere with the colors 
felt. He had home ties; active service, 
therefore, meant more to him. II*? wish- 
ed to get back, to have done with the war 
and the country, and the sooner the bet- 
ter for him. This was only to be ex- 
pected. Probably any continental nation 
in a great war beyond the seas, will find 
this desire still more marked among the 
reservists of its field army. In action 
the reservist probably realizes the danger 
more thnn the younger men. though be 
does his duty equally well— nil the great- 
er credit to him. 

.Many were too old for the long marches 
and hardships, nnd had to be left behind, 
.After two or thro months, however, 
the reservist was, as a rule, the better 
man of the two, being more reliable when 
alone, especially when on outpost duty at 
night, and having more resource and 
self-reliance when in a difficult situation. 

One word with regard to our soldiers' 
qualities as marksmen. Given equal 
advantages, they are undoubtedly as good 
and probably better shots than the Beets; 
they are hampered by having, as a rule, 
to attack, over open* ground, a straight- 
shooting, concealed enemy, and by the 
difficulty of judging distance in this 
country.' They lire steadily, nearly al- 
ways independent firing, adjust their 
sigiits carefully, and .arc always in hand 
and ready to change the direction of their 
fire on to the objects pointed out to them 
Tn fact the shooting now leaves little to 
be desired.

RAILWAY CONNECTION. 

Sir:— The sum of Stsoo.ooo or Its equival- 
ent In an annual sutisldy, together witu $J0.- 
000 worth of yeulty Is the demand made by 
a company upon the ratepayers of this city 
as assistance towards the construction of a 
ferry from Sidney to the mouth of the 
C'raser river, and of about sixteen miles of 
railway to connect with a brunch of the 
Croat Northern railway, now terminal lag 
at a point opposite the oily of New West- 
minster. We are told that this will make 
Victoria the terminus of a transcontinental 
railway, that It Is going to enuble mer- 
chants to save fifty cents a ton. the present 
wharfage charged upon merchandise, that 
it will enable passengers to travel bv an 
all-rail route to and from the East, that it 
will, In fact, satisfy fully the demands 
made in the past by this city for transcon- 
tinental railway connection. llcfore the 
ratepayers commit themselves to support- 
ing the adoption of any agreement, would 
It not be advisable to have the merits 
which the promoters of this scheme claim it 
possesses fully investigated 7 It Is very im 
portant that there should he no hasty action 
on the part of the city council, or of the 
ratepayers, because It must be borne In 
mind that in giving this large amount to 
this company we are placing beyond our 
reach the. chance of bonuslng any other 
project which might ensure to us more fully 
the benefits we expect to derive. It Is 
claimed, but In a very vague and Indefinite 
manner, that the Croat Northern Railway 
Company is at the hack of the scheme, bet 
us admit, for the sake of argument, thai 
tills is so, and thai when the time comes 
for giving guarantees II will be found that 
the proper officials of that company will 
come forward and furnish the necessary 
security to protect the city against any 
breach of contract. In fact. let us. for 
argument's sake, admit that there is no 
ipiestlon about the bona tides of the pro- 
moters when they claim that Mr. .Ilm Hill 
is i lie moving spirit, and that Victoria will 
have regular through passenger and freight 
trains from Everctl running Into the heart 
ol' this city. Admit nil this, ana even 
then let us examine the position, and cure- 
fully size up the benefits we are to derive 
In return for our large donation. We find 
that Everett Is (lie point at which the 
Croat No.-ihori! first touches salt water on 
the Sound, that at this point the company 
Is making great preparations bv enlarge- 
ment of Its yards and extension of wharfage 
facilities, lo make It the shipping point for 
Hie company. From Everett we find a 
branch line Is In operation, and has Ireen 
for years, to n point 111) miles north on 
the Crascr river, across from New West- 
minster, from which point It is proposed 
to extend the line sixteen miles to a point 
at the mouth of the river, on Its south 
side— Steveston Is on the north side. nii(i 
cannot be reached by rail without a bridge 
at an enormous cost, which prevents anv 
connection being made with Vancouver, ns 
claimed. From this point, at the mouth of 
(he Frns'er. on Its south side, a ferry, with 
a sneod of only fourteen miles an hour Is 
to convey freight and passenger onrs a 
distance of about flltv miles to Sidney, 
which will be run Into Victoria sixteen 
miles over the Victoria & Sidney railway. 
We thus find that Victoria Is reached after 
leaving the main line of the Great Northern 
rnllwny at Everett, and travelling aho-t 
eleven hours bv rail nnd water, some IPO 
miles. Upon looking up a map we nnd 
"i-o- Everett, the point we left, at a.m.. 
Is lust, no miles southeast of Victoria, and 
• '--.I there been a ferry from that point 
across to the outer wharf, we would, wlta 
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much more comfort and less cost, have 
i( ached our destination in lust one-half of 
the time.. To put the case conversely, a 
passenger bound for some Eastern point by 
the Great Northern must reach Everett to 
take the beautiful, solid. Vestlbuled, block- 
ed trains operated from that point (cross 
the continent. Is It reasonable to expect 
that he would prefer going via Sidney to 
New West minster, a point 110 miles north 
of Everett, anil then strike south to teach 
his objective point; would he not rather 
take a comfortable steamer or ferry from 
the outer wharf and save both time and 
expense? If what 1 allege are found to be 
facts. I ask what particular advantage is 
to he gained by paying $15,000 a year for 
so unsatisfactory connection as that pro- 
posed'/ Are we for this to sacrifice all 
chance of assisting other projects, such ns 
extension of the E. <fc It. railway; or. better 
connection with the .Mainland, such an that 
proposed by the Victoria. Vancouver & 
Eastern? Tills bears no resemblance to 
the oft referred to Do Cosmos scheme. 
It Is a horse of un entirely different color, 
and I would strongly recommend those rate- 
payers who very naturally rushed forward 
to give a hearty support to that which 
se-.'ias at first blus.h to suggest transcon- 
tinental railway connection with cheaper 
rates, and quicker time, to pause and con- 
sider, before permitting the city council to 
cuter Into a contract which will be for ever 
afterwards regretted. Two bad bargains 
won't make one good one. and because a 
had bin-gain was made in the case of the 
Victoria A; Sidney. Is_no reason why another 
one should now be made, which will In- 
crease our annual loss from JP.OOO to $21,- 
000. There ore many other phases of this 
question, which will bear dismission, but 1 
hesitate to encroach further on your space 
at present.

TUE SIMILKAMEEN. 



Sir:— I noticed In your editorial columns 
of recent Issue some reference to the fact, 
that the present government was formulat- 
ing a progressive business policy for this 
province. During my residence of nearly 
three years In your province I have fre- 
quently noticed among the businessmen 
generally, as well as through discussions 
bv members of boards of trade, a disposi- 
tion to rather "cry over spilt Hillk." than 
to take steps In time to prevent spilling 
the milk. As Illustrations, one might cite 
the fact that till the gold mined In lirltlsh 
Columbia nnd the Yukon is exported to the 
Lulled States: the bulk of the passenger 
travel from Northern ports is carried bv 
United States vessels, the trade of the 
Kootennys has built up the city of Spokane 
in the state of Washington: and the trade 
of the Yukon has built up Seattle. 

The legislature, during the session of 
1809. undertook to correct these conditions 
bv shutting out aliens from the placer 
mines. True, the results were so disastrous 
that It is a difficult mutter to find the mem- 
ber who first agitated such legislation; but 
I policed at the time tiiat the press was 
almost a unit In advocating the passage of 
tile act. anil fell convinced in my own mind 
that the writers bad allowed sentiment to 
overbalance business lodgment. 

Since 1870 I have witnessed the birth 
and growth of a large number of Western 
towns and cities In the States: I have also 
assisted in the obsequies of several, and 
although I know full well that there Is a 
strong sentiment on this side of the line 
against adopting American methods, yet 
during my experience I have noticed that 
there Is one characteristic which abounds 
In England, United States and In lirltlsh 
Columbia (of the balance of Canada I am 
unable to speak from personal knowledge) 
that Is. the universal desire among business- 
men to transact all the business they poss- 
ibly eon. So far us the methods adopted 
to bring about this desirable result. It an 
pears to me that It matters little, whether 
they are patterned after those of our old 
country ancestors, or our more wide awake 
cousins across the line, so long as such 
methods are honest, honorable, nnd above 
suspicion. In this connection permit me to 
to suggest that there are many policies 
In vogue across the line which are not only 
creditable, but deserving of admiration: 
there are also many which mav be classed 
as quite the reverse. The same argument 
stands good in England and in Itrltish Col 
umbia. 

The fact that much of the trade of the 
Kcotctiays has been diverted from Its nat- 
ural channel into' the city of Spokane met 
the fact that the trade of the Yukon and 
a vast amount of its wealth has similarly 
been divcred to the city of Seattle, appear 
to me to be reasons sufficient why the fu- 
ture policy of the provincial government 
should ho of such practical business meth- 
ods and so progressive, that the resident 
in British Columbia will be able In future 
to point with pride to the fact that the 
past experience bus taught such lessons as 
will forever prevent the loss of trade to 
our cities, or any of the crowing sections of 
the province. 

From personal observation I should judge 
Hint the next, section of this province which 
will attract almost universal attention will 
be that portion known as the Slmllkameen 
district. Although practically in Its in- 
fancy, the trade of Princeton alone, during 
the past year, bus amounted to $200,000. 
This Is bound to Increase, because the nat- 
ural resource': of tills portion of the pro- ., ,. - ,

This communication Is not prompted by 
any desire to boom the Slmllkameen coun- 
try, but with the object of Impressing on 
the present provincial government the op- 
portunity that now exists of holding the 
trade of this section In the Coast cities, 
or of allowing It to be diverted to Spokane 
or to Eastern Canada, 

In order to hold It, It Is absolutely neces- 
sary that a railroad should be built from 
the Coast Into that country, and. murk you. 
so far as the Interests of the residents of 
me Slmllkameen are concerned. In my 
Judgment It Is a matter of indifference to 
them whether they get connection with the 
Coast or with the other side. If the Coast 
connection comes first, the Coast can hold, 
the trade; If connection comes from the 
South first, the Coast will lose the trade. 

The foregoing remarks are prompted 
more In the Interests of the Coast cities 
time in the Interests of the Slmllkameen 
country. 

At the present time one has to travel 171* 
miles by rail and 125 miles by stage to 
reach the centre of this section, whlcn 
should be reached In 150 miles from Van- 
couver, via the Hope Mountains.

ADMIRAL BEAUMONT. 

His Worship Mayor Hayward has 
i'iven expression to the general desire of

AX IMPORTANT ALLIANCE. 

Germany and Great Britain have 
joined hands as far as their policy in 
China goes, and have made a distinct 
declaration in favor of " the open door." 
They have also agreed not to make use 
of the existing complications to acquire 
any territorial advantage, and will en- 
deavor to preserve the Chinese empire 
intact. The assent of the other powers 
will be asked to the agreement. We 
assume that the United States and Japan 
will very promptly acquiesce in it. Italy 
is certain to do sr., and so we fancy is 
Austro-Hungary. Whether Russia and 
Prance will is an open question. Russia 
has been acting in Manchuria as though 
she intended to conquer that part of 
China for herself. She litis practically 
seized tin- river Amur, and this is directly 
antagonistic to the Anglo-Germanic 
agreement to preserve free for the use of 
all nations, without distinction, the ports 
on all the rivers in China. Prance will 
be likely to follow the lead of Russia, 
no matter in what direction it may 
trend. 

Au important announcement in this 
connection is that the Marquis Ito 1ms 
formed a cabinet in Japan. Ito is the 
most progressive statesman in Japan. 
He thoroughly appreciates the desirabil- 
ity of getting his country into tin.' closest 
possible touch with the European powers, 
and he hardly regards Russia as Euro- 
pean. He was at the head of affairs 
during the war with China, and showed 
then that he was prepared to light when 
the interests of his country demanded 
it. Ito will doubtless co-operate with 
Britain and Germany, ami will be 
anxious to do everything possible to 
checkmate the designs of Russia. He 
understands as well as any one that, if 
Manchuria is Russianized, the Korea 
cannot, long remain independent, and if 
the last named country passes under th 
rule of the Czar, nothing can save Japan 
from a similar fate. The Anglo-Germanii 
agreement may not be directed against 
Russia, but it has that complexion.

They speak of 
His mercy, His love, His self-sacrifice, 
but rarely of His manliness. sSomehow 
we get a different idea of Christianity 
when we think of its Pounder, scourge in 
hand, smiting vigorously those who dared 
profane a temple dedicated to Che service 
of Almighty God. 

Good society is that circle in which 
manliness and courage are recognized at 
their full worth; where firmness and 
gentleness go hand in baud; where truth 
ami courtesy are combined. As Paul 
said of charily. ::i> we may say that good 
society envietli not, vaunteth not itself, 
doth not behave itself unseemly, seeketh 
not its own. thiuketh no evil. Of such 
a society a character like Col. New- 
coiube would be a type, and we commend 
the reader, who has not already done so, 
to see for himself the picture which 
Thackeray has drawn.

In the District 



Messrs Prior and Earle Receive 
a Hearty Reception at 
Parson's Bridge. 

Electors Show Their Apprecia- 
tion of the Members For 
Victoria District. 



Messrs. Prior and Earle addressed au 
enthusiastic meeting of the electors at 
Parsons' Bridge yesterday evening. Price 
Brothers' hall was comfortably filled in 
.spite of the severe rain storm, and much 
enthusiasm was manifested. 

The meeting was iu marked contrast to 
that held by the Liberals a few nights 
ngo at Colwood, when only two people 
turned up, and the proceedings had to be 
adjourned to gather up six more individu- 
al to swell the audience to eight. 

Mr. John Atlriu being voted to the 
chair, briefly explained in a neat speech 
the object of the meeting, and the main 
issues in the campaign. Messrs. Prior 
and Earle had fought hard lor the con- 
stituency in the matter of getting appro- 
priations, and if they failed it was not 
because of lack of efforts on their part. 
They had been faithful representatives 
and ought to receive the hearty support 
of every independent elector. 

CoL. Prior lirst addressed the meeting, 
and at once plunged into a discussion of 
the principal issues. When the electorate 
got an opportunity to express their judg- 
ment at the polls there was no doubt of 
the Conservative party being once again 
leturued to power. (Applause.) Thero 
■was very little excitement in British Co- 
lumbia because there was no one large 
ieetie upon which public thought could be 
centred. Lt was admitted that the coun- 
try was prosperous; and Conservatives 
were glad of that fact, but this was not 
•due to the policy of the Liberals. Had 
the latter put in force their ante-election 
policy ruin would have come upon the 
country. But they did Dot do so; they 
had adopted the policy of the great Con- 
servative party. The Liberals had de- 
nounced protection, but had they done 
away with it? No; notwithstanding that 
Kir Wilfrid Laurier had at the Ottawa 
convention in 3.S03, denouncod protection 
as a fraud and robbery, the policy of pro- 
tection had not been abandoned since the 
Liberals assumed power in 1890. Allud- 
ing to the alleged reduction eC the tariff, 
Col. Prior showed by a citation of figures 
that the tariff had not been reduced one- 
half of one per cent. Were they, there- 
iovc, honest ia their ante-election pledges? 
The duty on farming machinery, which 
was 20 per cent, when the Liberals came 
into power, was 20 per cent: to-day. The 
duty on sugar, instead of being Tcduced, 
had been increased; on boot*) and shoes 
the tariff was still the same, 25 per cent, 
and the same inconsistency of action is 
shown in an examination of the tariff on 
all items of the staples. On the whole, 
the reduction on the "protection" tariff 
was less than half of one per cent 

The Liberals alleged that the extra- 
ordinary expenditure of the Conservatives 
jvae something frightful, but they had 



gone on increasing the expenditure year 
by year. 

A Voice — Look at the sums spent on 
Montreal harbor ami similar works. 

Col. Prior — Yes, but some had better 
have been spent on Victoria harbor. The 
Conservatives during their tenure of of- 
fice hail spent large sums on Victoria 
harbor. (Hear, hear.) The total dis- 
bursements published this year showed 
an increase of §10,000,000 during the 
fotll years, anil this meant $10 for every 
family in Canada. 

Tlie trade of the country had increased, 
but Ibis was due in no sense to the policy 
of the Liberals, who had in fact no pol- 
icy. Regarding the question of surplus. 
Col. Prior read from Hon. Mr. Mill' 
speeches, showing that he considered a 
Irrge surplus something which no gov- 
ernment should have, as it meant money 
taken unnecessarily from the pockets of 
the people and invited extravagance. 

The Liberals had not kept their pledges 
and had swindled the people. He said 
tiiat advisedly — swindled the people, and 
the speaker read from extracts of Liber- 
al speeches, showing where they had 
made promise after promise, which had 
not been fulfilled. Getting into power on 
false pledges was swindling the people, as 
all would admit. 

A Voice — Tel! us about the good Lib- 
erals. 

Col. Prior— Oh, I think there are some 
good Liberals— as thousands of them are 
going back on the party which had to 
fulfil their pledges. 

Citing some of the things which the 
Liberals had not done right, Col. Prior 
told of the binder twine deal, in which 
three linns had been granted a monopoly 
and taken ,$oOO,(JOO out of the pockets of 
the farmers. The duty on coal oil hail 
been reduced from cents, to 5 cents, 
but the privilege given to the tank steam- 
ers to bring oil in in bulk had thrown the 
market into the hands of the Standard 
Oil Company, and as a consequence the 
Canadian manufacturers had been 
thrown out of business. (Hear, hear.) 

A Voice — We pay 10 cents less now 
than we did 10 years ago, all the same. 

Col. Prior — No, you are wrong. There 
is no competition now in coal oil, and 
consequently the price is higher. 

The speaker then touched upon the 
Yukon scandals. He had not yet met a 
man who, having witnessed the corrup- 
tion, there would vote for the Liberal 
party. It was said that the government 
was not responsible for the situation 
there but all ministers were responsible 
for the proper workings of their depart- 
ments. 

The emergency rations scandals was 
another matter to which the speaker 
briefly alluded. He described the cir- 
cumstances of the affair, which rellected 
great discredit upon the militia depart- 
ment, and placed in jeopardy the lives of 
the brave Canadian boys. No precaution 
was taken whatever to test the rations, 
which consisted of nothing but dog bis- 
cuits imported from the United States. 
The speaker denounced the action of the 
government in this respect as a dastardly 
one. 

The Liberals were boasting about hav- 
ing made the Intercolonial railway pay. 
Mr. Blair bad given contracts for oil and 
other supplies at double the figures which 
obtained at the time the Conservatives 
were in power. This was fine economy! 
Mr. Blair's excuse for making the exor- 
bitant contract with the oil company was 
because the company had agreed to see 
to its proper distribution ! 

In regard to the Chinese question the 
Liberals had made mnny empty prom- 
ises—witness Sir Wilfrid LaurieWs tele- 
gram to Mr. McLagan— but none had 
ever been enrried out. He and Mr. 
Earle had naked for a tax of 9500, but 



the government had simply raised it 
950. 

Mr. Demers— What about the provin- 
cial government? 

Col. Prior— Why, you are a perfect 
baby in politics. You ought, to know 
that the provincial government has no 
power whatever to pass restrictive meas- 
ures which will stand. 

Mr. Tarte and his disloyal utterances 
were next taken up and dealt with by 
Col. Prior, in his customary vigorous 
manner. He read from bis celebrated 
Paris speeches, iu which he had spoken 
of the ultimate predominance of the 
French people in Canada. 

Col. Prior closed a very interesting 
speech by asking for a renewal of confi- 
dence in himself and ni« colleague. 

Mr. Earle next addressed the meeting. 
Considering the state of the weather, he 
was much pleased at the attendance. 
What the Conservatives contended was 
that the Liberals had broken their 
pledges in a wholesale fashion, ami in 
support of this contention Mr. Earle sub- 
mitted powerful and convincing argu- 
ments. The policy of the Conservative 
party had aimed at the upbuilding of 
Canada, and it had succeeded — every 
large measure for the benefit of the 
country being introduced by the great 
Conservatives. Many of the staunch 
Liberals were leaving the Laurier parly 
owing to the fact that that party had 
failed to carry out its pledges- in a most 
shame-faced manner. 

Col. Prior and himself bad interests 
identical with those of the constituency, 
and he thought they had served the 
people will, and hoped for a renewal of 
confidence on November 7 next. 

Alluding briefly to the question of cabi- 
net representation, Mr. Earle asked was 
it not rather a peculiar thing that none 
of the Liberal papers or speakers in the 
province had much to say on that point 
since 1896? Expenditures in British 
Columbia had been woefully inadequate, 
Victoria harbor being shamefully ne- 
glected. Allusion was also made to the 
rascality iu the Yukon, and the speaker 
closed a really excellent speech with an 
expression of belief that the Conserva- 
tive party would triumph at the polls. 

At; the request of the meeting, Mr. II. 
D. Helmcken, M. P. P., delivered a 
short address, asserting his belief in the 
supremacy of the' Conservatives in the 
approaching contest, and citing many 
reasons why renewed support should be 
given Messrs. Prior and Earle, whose 
action in the House of Commons had 
always been of a most commendable 
character. 

Mr. Demers, Jr., then took the plat- 
form anil indulged in a criticism of the 
addresses, attempting to defend the ac- 
tions of the Liberal party. 

The meeting closed with a vote of 
thanks to the chair, and cheers for the 
Queen and Messrs. Earle and Prior.

MB. YVADHAJUS' DEATH. 

It Was Caused by Heart Disease- 
Burial at Vancouver. 

The funeral of B. A. Wadhams, one of 
the- best known cauners on the Pacific 
Coast, took place at Vancouver yester- 
day. His death, caused by heart dis- 
ease, took place on Wednesday, at Port- 
land, while he was ou his way aoutb, and 
the remains were brought back to Brit- 
ish Columbia for interment. 

In all the Pacific Northwpst there was 
probably no man better known than B. 
li. Wadhams. He was born in Luke 
Champlain, N. Y., March 28, 1833, and in 
the public schools of that section receiv- 
ed his early education. In the early 'GO'* 
he was attracted West by the mining ex- 
citement, and followed the many who 
sought riches in the Cariboo country. Ho 
remained there until 1874, when lie 
abandoned mining, and moving to As- 
toria to become book-keeper for Booth & 
Co., engaged in the salmon packing busi- 
ness on the Columbia river. He remained 
there for four years, when he resolved to 
go into business for himself. He first 
started at Ladners Landing, B.C., where 
he built a cannery. 

About this time he constructed the first 
fish trap op. the Sound, near Blaine, and 
ever since that time has been interested 
in fisheries in that vicinity. In 3892 he 
sold out bin business at Ladners Land- 
ing to the Anglo-British Columbia Can- 
ning Company, and moved to Point Rob- 
erts, near Blaine, where he built another 
cannery iu 1893. This plant he operated 
for two years, and then sold out to the 
Alffikh Puckers' Association. 

He then moved hack to British Colum- 
bia and erected another cannery at Riv- 
ero Inlet. This plant he owned at. the 
time of his death. He also owned large 
interests in the vicinity of Blaine, in con- 
nection with members of his family. 

Mr. Wadhams had been a widower for 
several years. He leaves five eons and 
two daughters: E. B. Wadhams, the eld- 
est child, living in TexaH; Mrs. H. Hutch- 
inson, iit Ladners Landing; W. A. Wad- 
hams, superintendent of the cannery at 
Point Roberts; Miss L. L. Wadhams, 
who was with her father, when he died; 
G.j'L. Wadhams, who is operating fish 
traps at Dungentw; A. E. Wadhams, 
who has charge of the Alaska Packefu-J

Now when the Chinese burnt down a 

house, no doubt they got their roast pork; 

ami when we involve ourselves in a san- 
guinary war, no doubt a certain amount

Therefore, accord- 
ing to John Ituskin, just as the Chinese 

iii Lamb's story burnt down a house in 

order to get a little roast meat, so must 

we devastate countries iu order to evolve 

■i little courage! The Chinese learned at 

last that roast pork could be obtained 
without burning down a house. \\ ben 

shall we learn that, courage, manliness, 

and all honorable qualities can be evolved 
and maintained amongst us without the 

aid of murderous waTS? 
Tennyson, in "Maud," calls out for war 

because of the. "lust of gain" and the 
"civil war" of commercial competition, 
exclaiming, "Who but a fool would have 

faith in a tradesman's ware or his word?" 
War itself, as in the case of the present 
South African struggle, is often a form 
of the "lust of gain," and certainly does 
not put a stop to it. While brave men 
are giving us b-ssons in courage, and los- 
ing their lives in doing so, the manufac 
Hirers and financiers continue their usual 
business methods. The "smooth-faced, 
snub-nosed rogue" does not "leap from 
his counter and till" to go and light th 
Boers, but .cheerfully allows men of more 
courage to go and "open new markets" 
for him. It would be interesting to know- 
how much Ituskin expected the character 
of the British merchant to be raised 
the present war! 

Hatred, malice, and lust for our neigh- 
bors' goods can never be good things; 




enus. 1'ou are setting yourself up as a 
judge in your own ease, and trying to 
persuade yourself that your interests and 
the moral' law are identical. Certain or- 
gans of the press assume throughout that 
British interests and the higher morality 
are one and the same thing. One journal 
with a great show of candor, admitted 
that the Boers "think" they are lighting 
lor the freedom of their country, adding, 
"however mistakenly"! 

In the past, in semi-barbarous times, 
wars have no doubt, often been produc- 
tive of beneficial results, such as the 
consolidation of States and the binding 
together, under tin; influence of a common 
fear, of tribes and nations that would 
otherwise have remained unfriendly. But 
what is tin! use of all our advances in 
civilization if nations have not yet learn- 
ed the mutual advantages of frendly in- 
tercourse, and especially if colonies con- 
nected with a mother country by the 
ties of blood and a common language 
cannot co-operate with her in the arts of 
peace instead of in those of war? It lias 
been pointed out that the war with the 
Transvaal has led to a re-approachment 
between Great Britain and her colonies, 
especially Canada and Australia. Ap- 
parently it is assumed that the only pos- 
sible mode of promoting friendliness be* 
tween the mother country and her colon- 
ies is for the mother country to be at 
war with another nation! 

The only kind of war that is really 
justifiable, that brings out great quali- 
ties, and that really does raise the 
character of a nation, is a defensive wan 
—a struggle for national existence, such 
as the Creeks waged against the Per- 
sians, and the Americans, in the last 
century, against the English. Such a war 
improves the character of a nation, not 
onlv by giving opportunities for the por- 
heroie deeds, but also by 
iu the bonds of brother- 
ly love those who are engaged in fight- 
ing together in the bonds of brotherly 
love those who are engaged in lighting 
for a common cause. The war with 
Persia did Greece good, because it 
brought into temporary union a nation 
which seemed to be incapable of uniting 
for any length of time. But the subse- 
quent 'Grecian wars (look, for instance, 
at the long and disastrous Peloponnesiau 
War) were pure loss and ruin to Greece. 
It was the constant warfare maintained 
by the Greek States against one another 
that in the end exhausted Greece and 
left her a prey, first to the Macedonians 
and afterwards to the Romans. There 
can be no doubt that, if Athens ami 
Sparta had had the sense to unite in- 
stead of lighting for supremacy, they 
could easily have consolidated all Greece 
under thei'r joint leadership, and they 
would probably have been strong enough 
even to defy 'the power of Home. Na- 
tions onlv decay in peace when they have 
become 'exhausted by wars, and are 
ready to welcome any conditions of life 
for the sake of 'peace. Such V.'llS the 
condition of the Roman world, wearied 
and exhausted after a century of civil 
wars, when it fell under the domination 
of the Caesars. 

The same principles apply to uat.ons as 
to individuals. Nobody would seriously 
assert that, if two men have a dispute, 
the best thing they can possibly do is to 
light it out to the bitter end; and if tin* 
is felt to be folly in (be ease of pmato 
individuals, how can it be wise and 
reasonable iu the ease of nations? 

Surely life is difficult enough under or- 
dinary conditions, and furnishes suffi- 
cient opportunites for the display of 
both physical and moral courage without 
our going afield to create new opportuni- 
ties. This cannot be disputed, at any 
rate. s<> far as moral courage is concern- 
ed- while as a school for physical cour- 
age we have the lifeboat service, the lire 
brigade, the fever hospital, the slums 
and alleys of our great towns, and the 
chastising of bullies, besides polar ex- 
peditions and the exploration of other 
distant and dangerous regions. We have 
mountaineering, ballooning, and, last but 
not least, opposing the precent war, 
which requires considerable courage in 
some company! Pace John Ruskin, we 
nnot believe that it is absolutely neces- 
ry that nations should be either nuiu- 
uightercrs or cowards.

Sir Seymour 
Iladen'a experiments point to the ultimate 
general adoption ot shallow graves with a 
single* burial In preference to the old sys- 
tem of deep graves containing live or six 
superimposed cofllns. It Is held that with 
tills method of burial lu vogue 11 grave 
could be used over again after the lapse or 
fourteen years at the very outside from 
th,' date of the urst Interment. It will be 
seen that any estimate as to London s need 
for more cemeteries must depend very 
largely on the degree to which .the lute 
change of public opinion on this sUL'lect is 
developed In the future, aud a slmlh'ir re- 
gard must be paid to the i>osfllbllltlfc, 3 01 
cremation. , 
Other complicating questions are those > 01 
private graves and of the nature ot tilt" 
soil at the cemeteries. Family ueoulchresi 
upset the llgures as to the dumber of in- 
terments that can take place In a given 
area, and the suitability of any piece of 
ground for funeral purposes depends en- 
tirely on the nature of the soil, a light 
friable earth being favorable to a quick 
ami Inoffensive decomposition. All these 
matters are set forth very particularly lu 
Dr. Young's report. An examination of all 
the burin 1 grounds of any Importance iu 
space still unused amounts In the aggre- 
gate to 1,300 acres. According to various 
estimates of the likely death rate and the 
number of burials per acre, all of which, it 
1m to bo presumed, are well nit Ilia the 
tin- metropolitan district showed that the 
bounds of probability, this area will serve 
the administrative county of London for 
from ill to li.">. 1 years, and Greater London 
for from 21.1 to -ill.- years. Dr. Young ap- 
pears to think that by the time the 
shortest of these periods has elapsed the 
problem will have solved Itself by the 
adoption of more sensible and seemly cus- 
toms in the disposal of London's dead. Ills 
"conclusions" are as follows: 

"The conclusion Indicated by the facts 
Bet out In the foregoing part of this report 
Is that there would bean advantage If alter- 
ations could be made lu the conditions un- 
der which the burial of the human body In 
the earth is at present effected. The recog- 
nition by the community of the true ob- 
lect of burial, which Is indicated by the 
preference for earthen graves rather than 
vaults or brick graves, lends hope to the 
Idea that eventually there would not be 
any objection to uu acceptance of the view 
that tenure of the ground by a corpse is 
under such conditions, of a temporary 
nature only. 

With a view to bringing about altera- 
tion in the present conditions, the follow- 
ag steps might be taken: 
"That power be obtained to bury bodies 
t superficial depths with a view to the 
xamlnation of the ground at a future date. 
"That, If no centra-Indications were 
forthcoming, the existing regulations should 
be relaxed, with a view to allowing burial 
within two or three feet of the surface, 
provided that the nature of the Boll be suit- 
able, and that bodies be burled In ceftlns 
made of perishable material. 

"That. If In any special ens-o there be no 
reason to the contrary, permission should 
be g'ven. In regard to existing burial places 
to utilize the upper layer of soil In ground 
which has been already used for common 
Interments, and which Is no longer under 
existing conditions of further use. provided 
that the body be burled In a coffin of per- 
ishable material. 

"That perishable coffins be used In the 
case of all paupers or the bodies of hospital 
cases burled at the expense of the guard- 
ians. 

The adoption of burial under the al- 
tered conditions would do away with the 
present undesirable method of common In- 
terments, anil each body of adult and of 
III Id would have Its separa te crave. 
"Secondly. It would, to a large extent. If 
not entirely, overcome the difficulty which 
exists under the present conditions of Inn- 
ing at periodical Intervals to extend exist- 
ing or to provide new cemeteries by enabl- 
ing the ground to be utilized over again 
after a sufficient Interval has been allowed 
to elnpse since previous Interments. It Is 
this difficulty which, with a view to econ- 
omy of space, has led to the present unde- 
sirable mode of Interment In common 
graves. The persistence of desire to erect 
monuments over the actual Bite of inter- 
ment would possibly necessitate the reser- 
vation of pnrt of the ground for graves to 
be held In perpetuity; and to this extent 
would restrict the use of the whole urea of 
ground over again."

England is the only civilized nation, 
as I urn informed, where tho soldier or 
sailor who is permanently disabled in 
the defence of his country is permitted 
to suffer the indignities and miseries in- 
flicted upon Corporal Cooper, because, in 
the full vigor of his manhood, he has 
become permanently disabled in the de- 
fence of his country. 

Cooper aud hundreds of others of our 
soldiers and sailors in u like position 
must find their vvuy into the workhouse, 
as was the case after the Crimean war, 
unless the people of the British Kniplre 
will otherwise. It is evident that, un- 
less the people tako this question up and 
deal with it iu a practical way, neither 
politicians nor oiiicialdoni will alter a 
state of affairs whicn is a crying dis- 
grace to everybody concerned, aud, in- 
deed, to every intelligent man among us 
to-day. 

What tho public feeling really is, was 
indicated in April, at the Somerset Poor 
Law Conference, which discussed this 
question, and declared by resolution 
Unit "Nothing effectual can be accom- 
plished for our permanently disabled sol- 
diers and sailors by voluntary agency 
alone." The circumstances which have 
been made public in regard to the Bis- 
ley Homes confirm this view, and nhow 
how unbearable, on every ground, it is 
to attempt to provide for the permanent- 
ly disabled in homes exclusively devoted 
to this class of case. The condition of 
affairs at the Old Soldiers' Home, San- 
dusky, Ohio, U. S. A., affords further 
confirmation, aud universal experience, 
shows that "the homes" idea is, in prac- 
tice, undesirable. 

It appears, from the official table of 
casualties including the weak ending Sep- 
tember 1. 1000, that 27,027 non-commis- 
sioned olllcers and men of the field force 
in South Africa have been sent home ns 
invalids. Of those 1,025 are utill in hos- 
pital, leaving 20,002, of whom 170 have 
lied and 710 have been discharged from 
he service as unfit. It is fair to con- 
clude that if these 710 soldiers are unfit 
for service, they have become permunent- 
y disabled in whole or in part from main- 
taining themselves in civil life, and that 
to a greater or less extent their case 
must be analogous to that of Corporal 
Cooper. 

The war in South Africa may continue 
for some time yet, and, having regard to 
the fact that there are a large number 
of wounded and sick men still to he 
sent home, and that many other casual- 
ties must occur before the termination 
of the war, it is but ft moderate esti- 
mate to assume, that there will be at 
least 1 500 permanently disabled soldiers 
to be provided for, who will be justly 
entitled to an tinnual allowance which 
will enable them to maintain themselves 
near their friends in reasonable comfort. 

Some months ago I made a careful 
calculation, based upon the experience of 
the Crimean and other wars, which led 
me to the conclusion that we might safe- 
ly fix the number at 2,000 as an out- 
side figure, which, in all the circum- 
stances, should represent the whole of 
the permanently disabled by the war 111 
South Africa. . 

AL that time the casualties from sick- 
ness in South Africa were relatively 
small, and their enormous increase will 
be realized from the following figures: 
Up to the first week in April the number 
of non-commissioned olllcers and men in- 
valided home was 4,0:14; up to SeptetnbeT 
1, 1000, tho number amounted to 27,02). 
an increase of no less than 22.0011 111 five 
months. How serious an influence sick- 
ness has had upon these figures is shown 
bv tho fact that, whereas tho number 
had only increased to 12,750 by the first 
week of September, 1000. Having re- 
gard to the advance made in surgical 
treatment, the excellent climate of South 
Africa, and other cnuses, the percentage 
of men permanently disabled by wounds 
in fhe present war is likely to be infinite- 
ly smaller than the disabilties resulting 
from sickness, facts which make these 
figures of the first importance in framing 
an estimate ~ p the number of permanent- 
ly disabled men for whom provision 
should be made. . 

When the 2,000 cases are examined in- 
dividually, it is fair to assume thn* their 
circumstances will differ mt, .erially, and 
that the allowance required must, in 
some cases, be much larger than in oth- 
ers. There will be the ease of the mar- 
ried and the unmarried, of the artisan 
deprived of the power to pursue his handi- 
craft, but able to undertake light work: 
and, again, those cases where all work 
of li remunerative character may ho im- 
possible. 

T11 n careful consideration of the eir- 
cumfitances of the classes from which the 
non-com ■missioned officers nnd men arc 
drawn, having regard to the fact that 
in the cast; of a single man, his friends, 
in the mnjoTity of cases, would be glad 
to have him with them, a provision of 
10s per -week for the unmarried should 
suffice to maintain them in reasonable

It I tun right, tivj adequate provision 
for the whole of the permanently dis- 
abled soldiers aud sailors of the present 
war, would cliluil an annual charge ot 
something under £S0,0W for a limited 
number of years, with a, tendency to di- 
minish steadily, lfancy the people of 
the British Empire or its government ac- 
quiescing in the disgrace, which the 
whole world would be called upon to wit- 
ness, of consigning these 2.U0U Britsh 
heroes to the workhouse, because XSU.0U0 
a year iu not forthcoming for a limited 
period to protect them for their services 
to the nation. I may surely take for 
granted, that the people will never suffer 
such injustice and impolicy. The provi- 
sion of so small a sum at £SO,000 will 
place the permanently disabled iu a posi- 
tiou of relative comfort for the rest of 
their lives. 

The money could be supplied by the 
government from the army votes, of 
course; but I think there is u better way 
which will place every citizen every- 
where in a position to see that the provi- 
sion is adequate, and to secure that the 
recognition for our heroes is made in the 
manner best calculated to confer perman- 
ent benefit and happiness upon them. 
The plan will also give the maximum of 
encouragement to all who may respond to 
the call to join the colors in defence of 
the country, whenever their services may 
be needed. I, therefore, venture to pro- 
pose for the consideration of the coun- 
try that power should be conferred upon 
county councils and municipalities to un- 
dertake to provide for the support of all 
permanently disabled soldiers which are 
within the jurisdicton of such authorities. 

The advantage of thin plan would he, 
that the circumstances of every case 
would be known to the authorities who 
provide the money, so that any risk of 
abuse would be prevented ut the outset, 
and every part of the country would be 
able to keep their disabled heroes con- 
stantly in mind, so continuously quicken 
and encourage the military spirit, aud tho 
duty which every citizen owes to those 
of his fellows who bear arms in tho na- 
tional defence. It would be possible to 
institute in each district a Heroes' Day, 
when the survivors of the permanently 
disabled could be assembled and suit- 
ably entertained. Opportunity could be 
taken to associate these heroes with the 
visits of royalty, local celebrations, and 
other public occasions of importance. It 
may be urged that the charge upon somo 
counties and municipalities would be 
much heavier than upon others; but legis- 
lation for local taxation affords morn 
than one plan for equalizing any such in- 
equality, and the actual annual charge 
could, apparently, in the case of no com- 
munity, council, or municipality, exceed, 
on a rough estimate, say, £2,000 per an- 
num as an outside sum. 

Circumstances confirm the current 'be- 
lief that we are on the eve of a general 
election. The plan I have ventured to ex- 
plain will enable every elector and rate- 
payer who takes an interest in the wel- 
fare of our soldiers (and who docs not?) 
to individually and immediately enforce 
the adoption of the necessary practical 
measure, to secure our warriors ade- 
quate recognition and maintenance. I 
would suggest that in each town and 
community a few of tho more active 
spirits should meet and discuss this 
scheme. That their representative nnd 
some of the more active residents should 
then place themselves at once in com- 
munication with the members of parlia- 
ment for their district, and with all can- 
didates who have announced their in- 
tention of coming forward in their local- 
ity, at the ensuing election. Every can- 
didate should be pledged to maintain 
that such provision shall be made as will 
guarantee that no such case as that of 
Corporal Cooper can recur. Further, 
that no permanently disabled soldier or 
sailor shall hence forth find his way to 
the workhouse as his final reward for 
having sacrificed his health and bravely 
fought for the Hag In defence of the 
British Empire. 

If we are to continue to exist as a 
nation, and to worthily maintain our 
position as an Empire in the face of the 
civilized world, it behoves every citizen, 
each man and woman, to resolve not to 
rest satisfied until our soldiers aud sail- 
ors are effectually shielded from the 
wrongs and miseries experienced by Cor- 
poral Cooper.

Another rich placer find lias been made 
in British Columbia, and it W not un- 
likely that the C. P. N. steamers will 
soon, in consequence of the new find, be 
carrying stampeders to Alert Buy, the 
depot for the district in which the dis- 
covery was made, which is on Knight's 
Inlet and but four miles up from the 
salt water. It is not more than 200 
miles from Victoria. 

Ole Oleson, who for years has been 
trapping fur-bearing animals on the 
Northern British Columbia rivertj und 
inlets, is the discoverer. He arrived here 
yesterday on the tug Hope, which went 
to Alert Bay to bring down a boom of 
logs, and all day yesterday he was ex- 
hibiting at the Queen's hotel, to all and 
sundry who cared to look, a nugget of 
line looking gold which was larger than 
a man's list. The discoverer of the new 
placers was offered .SOUO for it yester- 
day. 

'the discovery was made several days 
ago on Thompson creek, which enters 
Knight's Inlet, about four miles above 
the salt water. The gold is found in a 
yellow sandy bench about six feet from 
the creek side. There seemed to be a 
large urea of it, but .Mr. Oleson did not 
stay long enough to make a thorough 
examination. On unearthing the large 
nugget he hurried down to record iris 
claim. 

Oleson had been for some time pros- 
pecting in the vicinity of where he made 
ills fiud. All summer he had been jour- 
neying about that district in his canoe, 
like the army of prospectors who are 
voyaging in canoes and sloops about that 
country, and had not made ally very rich 
finds until he stumbled across tbi« pay- 
ing placer ground on Thompson creek. 

He was going up to look for a favor- 
able spot for a winter camp for trapping, 
when he called at an Indian's hut just 
above salt water on Knight's Inlet. The 
Indian told him that there was gold fur- 
ther up the inlet, 'and he did some pros- 
pecting as he went up. Arrived at the 
scene of the discovery, he put up his tent 
nnd made fl camp. 

He had no idea then of the richness 
of the creek on which he was camped. 
He had seen colore, and, panning several 
pans of the gravel he hud taken out, got 
live- cents in gold to the pan. It was 
the putting up of the tent, though, that 
brought the nugget to light. In digging 
a hole for the tent-pole, the chunk of 
yellow gold was revealed, and the tenl- 
pole was unceremoniously thrown aside. 
The miner was thrilled. There, in plain 
view and half imbedded in the gravel, 
was a monster nugget. He had at lust 
found gold, and, it seemed, richly paying 
gravel. 

After staking the claim he did not pan 
any more gravel, but hurried across to 
Alert Bay, and from there took passage 
on tho tug Hope to Victoria. He told 
no one of his good fortune at Alert Bay, 
and it was not until his arrival here yes- 
terday that news was given of his rich 
lind. lie will likely leave for San Fran- 
cisco in a few days, perhaps on 1 he 
steamer sailing to-night— lie had not 
made up his mind yesterday — to secure 
machinery to work his new find.

The settler who had thrown out the 
ore said he believed it had been brought 
from Table mountain, up the Nimpkisb 
river, but lie was not sure. It was float, 
and the lead had not been found. The 
high assay given, though, was sufficient 
incentive to fill the hills with prospectors, 
and the district got a thorough scratch- 
ing in consequence. Oleson was one of 
the army of prospectors who were scour- 
ing the country, and lie at least hns 
struck it rich. Other:; have reported hav 
ing found good quartz locations. 

A find was also reported from up the 
Nimpkisb river, but little could be 
learned of this. It is, however, a signfi- 
eant fact that miners have been going 
up that river, singly and in little parties, 
for some time past. They are landed 
from the steamers at Alert Bay with 
their tents and stores, and get Indians 
to take them up the swift-running river 
in canoes. Camps are made on tb 
bank en route up.

" It is time that Victorians understood 
how their city is being discriminated 
against by the American steamship lines 
between here and Shagway." The re- 
mark was made by Mr. Marks, tho Gov- 
ernment street clothier, who has just re- 
turned from a trip to tho Northern gold 
fields. " Coming up the river the 
steamer was crowded with miners bound 
for the outside, and each with his wad or 
Wilds of gold dust, In order to bring as 
many to Victoria as possible, I aud some 
other city merchants wired to Skagway, 
iu order that the Amur, if she happened 
to be in port, might be held over for a 
few days. But the miners would not 
take passage by any " three-bunk " boat, 
as they called those vessels having three 
berths to a stateroom, and as the Hum- 
boldt was the first in, she was quickly 
loaded to her capacity, upwards of 275 
passengers being on her passenger list. 
Of these at least 30 were for Victoria, 
and they took passage with the distinct 
understanding that the steamship would 
call at this port. However, when a day 
out from here the captain let it be known 
that, owing first to 'expense,' and next 
to ' inspection,' and then to no reason at 
all. that he would have to take the Vic- 
toria-hound passengers on to Seattle. 
Together with another Victoria merchant 
who was on board, aud who does a large 
trade with the Yukon, and can appreciate 
what it is to have a few well-to-do 
miners to trade with, I offered to guaran- 
tee Ilia harbor dues if the captain would 
land us here.

loose in that [dace, largely owing to the 
' patriotic' stand taken by the captain of 
the steamer. Victorians should not

The retail trade is what is 
making Seattle boom, and it is trade that 
should come by rights to us, nnd would 
come here if proper steps were taken to 
cater to it."

SMKTHUItST WRITES HOME. 

A Victoria Member _ of the First Con- 
tingent Sends Interesting 
War News. 

A letter has been received from Private 
Henry Smethurst, of this city, now 
doing duty with the first Canadian con- 
tingent in South Africa, It is dated 
September (i and was written at Eerste 
Barbrieken, Transvaal, und in part it 
says:_ 

" We have been on the march again 
through the Orange Free State, chasing 
Dewet. We drove him out of the Free 
State and followed him for 200 miles, 
nearly to Mafeking, but did not succeed 
in capturing him. lit; has only n few 
men, and moves very quickly. We are 
now back on the railway line, doing gar- 
rison duty. My company is here, and 
also "B" Company, of Western Ontario. 
Tiie others are at different stations 
along the line. There has been heavy 
fighting at Middleburg, the Boers losing 
very heavily. There were -100 killed in 
one battle. All the British prisoners are 
free at last; the Boers had to let them 
go because they could not hold them any 
longer. Tho Boers have returned to the 
Portuguese border, but cannot cross, as 
the Portuguese troops are lined across 
tiie border to prevent them crossing. 
Therefore the Boers will have to face 
the British in a heavy buttle or surren- 
der, for they cannot run away now. 
We hear that they are holding an armis- 
tice, and may sue for peace. The British 
have 100,000 troops between Pretoria and 
the Portuguese border, and are sending 
the heaviest artillery they have to the 
front One gun I saw in Pretoria 
weighs 23 tons, and it fires a shell weigh- 
ing 28 pounds, a range of 8 miles. Tlus 
gun has gone to the front. 

The war is about coming' to a close, 
Mid we are not sorry. We thought we 
would be home long ago, but Roberts 
did not see his way clear to let us go. 
However, our time is drawing to a close, 
and we expect to get orders for homo 
soon. I hope we are home by Christ- 
mas.

Al the meeting of the Trades and La- 
bor Council on Wednesday eveningi in 
the course of a discussion, reference was 
made to labor leaders. There was a dif- 
ference of opinion as to whether there 
was such a personate. 

'h 

In these days prominent labor union- 
ists are referred to as— and, indeed, some 
style themselves — labor leaders. This is a 
misnomer. No man has yet risen high 
enough above the ranks of trade union- 
ists, in Canada at least, to lead them. 
The proper term is spokesman'-— a man 
who speaks for others. But even in this 
respect, such persons are vested with 
authority to speak only as instructed, 
referring, of course, to immediate issues 
or disputes. Passing beyond into the 
broader questions of tbe day, a man may 
publicly advocate the recognized views 
held by trnde unionists, or be may go 
further and advance ideas of his own. 
But it should be borne in mind that he 
speaks ns an individual, ami that he has 
no support behind him other than his 
own and that which might come from 
what little influence he may personally 
exercise over a few immediate friends. 

* •> * 

Trade unionists are a united people on 
three things: wages, condition of em- 
ployment and hours of labor, always. 
On kindred other matters of almost 
equal and immediate concern to them 
they, unfortunately, divide. To give the 
reasons would mean tedious reading, as 
an analysis of the environment of a hun- 
dred and oue different sub-division of 
labor in a hundred and one different lo- 
calities would be necessary. However, 
in the three particulars mentioned there 
is no want of leaders, for, as a mutter 
of fact, all lead, the rule of the now .all 
but defunct K. of L.: "An injury to one 
is the concern of all" being closely fol- 
lowed. While it; is only natural that 
some should become more prominent 
than others, it does not follow that prom- 
inence constitutes leadership. 

* * -£• 

To explain why .there are no labor 
leaders: In the ordinary trades union 
at least one man in every three believes 
himself capable of leading his fellows to 
better things — if — they would only fol- 
low him. This equality of intellect is 
not confined to local unions alone, but 
permeates the whole fabric. It is 
seen in trades councils, labor conven- 
tions, or wherever two or more are gath- 
ered together in the name of Labor. To 
close with a repetition: no man has yet 
risen high enough above the ranks of 
trade unionists (intellectually) to lead. 

The National Household Economic As- 
sociation, which recently met in conven- 
tion, at Toronto, discussed the servant 
girl question. It was contended that 
the public school system was largely re- 
sponsible for the present scarcity of ser- 
vant girls, because the curriculum ignor- 
ed the domestic art* and gave undue 
prominence to typewriting, bookkeeping, 
teaching etc., etc., and it was resolved 
(by the convention) that commercial edu- 
cation be dropped out of the public 
school curriculum and cooking put in its 
place. The ■wiselings who discussed this 
question tramped all over the ground, 
plucking up everything but the roots. 
If there is any servant girl problem, its 
solution will only come when domestics 
are treated otherwise than social in- 
feriors, when the hours of labor are set 
at a reasonable number, and when a ser- 
vant girl is permitted to spend her own 
time, after her day's work, how she 
pleases. 

* * 

The convention which nominated Chris. 
Foley to contest Yale-Cariboo in the in- 
terests of the Independent Labor party 
struck out of the report of the commit- 
tee on a plaftrom the plank of direct leg- 
islation. If there is one principle more 
than another which should appeal to 
Labor men it ought to be the principle of 
government of the people by the people, 
and direct legislation is the only feasible 
plan to bring this about.

"1 am supported by a voluntary 
subscription among the ' workingmen of 
Battersea, and this is joined in by Radi- 
cals, Tories, Liberals, Imperialists— every 
sort of politician, and they support me 
because they like my Btralghtuess and 
honesty. In twelve years that money lias 
not equalled three pounds a week." lie 
likes to talk about himself, and he has a 
confident, positive way of asserting him- 
self and Ins opinions. "Don't invite that 
man forward," he says, "because when I 
have done with him he will want to get 
out quickly. Let him stay where he is, 
close to the door." "What does tbe man 
say? 'God bless Cecil Rhodes!' Leave 
me to answer that.

The American Federationist for Oc- 
tober contains a splendid article on "No 
Compulsory Arbitration." The Amen 
can Federation of Labor favors arbitra- 
tion, but draws the distinction between 
arbitration and compulsory arbitration. 
The article is too long to reproduce, but 
here is an .excerpt from it: 

"'Compulsory arbitration," as the term 
is generally understood, implies even 
more than what appears upon the sur- 
face. If the workers and their employ- 
ers disagree as to the terms and condi- 
tions under which labor shall be perform- 
ed, it is presupposed, by the term 'com- 
pulsory arbitration,' that both parties 
shall be summond before some tribunal 
created by the state for tbe purpose of 
hearing and determining the question at 
Issue, and to make an award. The logi- 
cal sequence of au award made by such 
a tribunal implies its legal enforcement. 
Let us suppose a case not difficult to con- 
ceive. 

"If award be in favor of the workers, 
and the employers refuse to abide, the 
state would then exert its power to le- 
gally enforce the award and decree. 
Would this act not in itself be confisca- 
tion, or its alternative punishment, im- 
prisonment? 

"On the other hand, if the award 
should be in favor of the employers, and 
I he workers refuse to abide, would they 
not be compelled by the state to work 
against their will and judgment, under 
conditions which they regard as unjust 
or burdensome, or suffer incarceration m 
jail? In other words, then from that 
moment slavery for them would ensue, a 
condition we think no friend of labor 
would favor and yet there would be no 
escape from it."

It is worth one's while to see John 
Burns among his people in Battersea— 
to see him standing on a chair, so as to 
seem bigger ami to loom above them, 
writes Julian Ralph. 

He is oue of the seven or eight really 
notable figures in this election, and the 
most singular one of them all; tbe only 
one who very widely differs from the rest 
in birth, speech, thought, and aims, A 
night ago I went over to his bailiwick 
to hear him speak. 

wiiile he stands down on a level with 
his people we study him; a man of wo- 
man's height and man's build, short, 
broad-shouldered, broad-chested. with 
powerful arms and legs. He is all in 
blue, except his black bowler and stubby 
black boots. He looks like a million oth- 
er men in London, and yet, the moment 
yon hear that ho was formerly an en- 
gineer, you see that he is a typical en- 
gineer to-day. The same short, strong 
build, the same square build, the same 
square jaws, the same carelessly worn 
blue suit, the same keen, steady, burning 
eyes are in a thousand locomotive cabs 
darting all over England, Canada, 
America. Australia, and South Africa 
this morning. 

Ho you prepare your speeches?" 



He is not so much immodest as non 
modest— a positive, strong, crystal-clear 
man, who sees a little way into the heart 
of tilings around him, speaks what he 
sees, and is silent about all beyond that. 
"Six months ago you were restive when 1 
denounced this unjust war in Africa.

"That was a valuable experience for 
me," he says, "for by learning to rivet 
1 learned to drive truths straight, to send 
them home, and clinch them 'on the in- 
side." 

John Burns makes you respect him. 
however you disagree with him. You 
fee! that "he is pure-blooded, pure-bred, 
healthy man, and a high type of his class, 
lie neither drinks nor smokes. You can- 
not, doubt his earnestness, nor his hon- 
esty. He can quote Browning, when it 
serves him, and he talks well, though not 
ttiways correctly.

II" opposes 
the aims of the rich with similar argu- 
ments, holding that they live at the ex- 
pense of the poor. "The death duties are 
misused," lie says: "what the rich leave 
should be used to help the poor." 

This is the impression made by one 
speech and one show interview.

COLLEGE EDUCATION. 

Figures Which Show How Greatly 
Helps a Young Man to Achieve 
Success. 



From American Boy. 

What becomes of the college-bred 
man? Andrew Carnegie once said: "The 
total absence of the college graduate in 
every department of affairs should be 
deeply weighed. I have enquired and 
searched everywhere, but find scarcely a 
trace of him." Then, with what ap- 
proached a sneer, he asked: "Where is 
the college-bred man?" 

Prof. Kratz, superintendent of schools 
in Sioux City, la., has made some in- 
vestigation. He has found that nearly 
two thirds of the Presidents, Senators 
and Congressmen have been college-bred 
men, notwithstanding the fact that only 
about one man iu every 200 of the adult 
male population is college-bred. Tbe 
professor sent out enquiries to 15 of the 
largest cities, with instructions as fol- 
lows: "Make out a list of 5 leading 
men in each of the following profes- 
sions and occupations: Ministry, teach- 
ing, law, medicine, banking, journalism, 
merchandizing and manufacturing (the 
last two to be considered as one class). 
Ascertain whether these men are college 
men or not. Regard all >vho have pur- 
sued a regular college course for two 
years or more as college men." 

From the replies received up to the 
time the compilation was made, he found 
that 00 per cent, of the foremost minis- 
ters were college-bred, 85 per cent, of the 
teachers. 00 per cent, of the lawyers, 00 
per cent, of the doctors, -10 per cent, of 
tile hunkers, 30 per cent, of the editors, 
md 2li per cent, of the merchants and 
manufacturers* that -out of a total of 
i from whom he had received reports, 
55 per cent, were college bred. 

Now, if there is only one college-bred 
man to every 200 men, and if the col- 
lege-bred man bad no advantage over bis 
fellow-man, we would find only perhaps 
four to six out of the 5r>;t holding lead- 
ing position. Instead of that number 
we find 20;t, or 50 times that number; so 
that we may say that the college-bred 
man has improved his chances of suc- 
cess about 50 times. 

Some say, however, that college educa- 
tion does not improve one's chances for 
success in general business. Out of 11U 
leading business men reported to Prof. 
Kratz, there ought to be about one col- 
lege-bred man but we find there are 20 
times that number; so that it may lie 
said Hint tho college-bred man increases 
lus chances of success in busines-i about

And to crown all, the musical por 
t lull of the programme was in the hands 
of the Philharmonic Society, under tin 
leadership of Mr. F. Victor Austin, 
Thus tile en Ire acts were moments of en- 
joyment, and to the sprightliness of the 
actors and the interest of the plot was 
added the delights of classic music at tin 
hands of master musicians.

Of the concert of the band 
given in Philadelphia the Press of that 
city says: "As is the case with so many 
Italian bands, the specialty of the Royal 
Marine Band is the operatic music of 
Italy. This is its vernacular, in such, 
music it is at home, and it is in the fa- 
miliar compositions of this class that the 
leader shows his finesse. The band, as 
was evident last evening, is composed 
of excellent material and has a capable 
leader, who is artistic and musical to 
his baton tip.

In 
addition to the soloists of the band, 
Madame Joanna Barili and Signer T. 
Giannini sang two well-known Italian 
arias in fluent style."

SULPHUR DEPOSITS IN RUSSIA. 

Discovery of Twenty-Three Miles of the 
World's Richest Mines. 

From the London Times. 

Tile Journal of the Board of Trade 
mentions that deposits of sulphur have 
been discovered in Russia only in re- 
cent years, and small works for treating 
the ore have been established at various 
times, the largest being in Daghestan, in 
the .Northern Caucasus. The chief out- 
put of these was in 18SS, when it reach- 
ed 1,500 tons, but since then the works 
have been closed. The deposits in Dag- 
hestan are known to be extensive, while 
the ore contains 20 per cent, of sulphur, 
aud tlie geological formation is very sim- 
ilar to that in which the Sicilian deposits 
occur. But the situation is unfavorable, 
being a mountainous district 4,500 feet 
above the level of the Caspian, from 
which it is separated by numerous steep 
ridges, which are difficult to traverse, 
even for mules. In Russia now only two 
sulphur works are in operation, and they 
produce only 1,000 tons a year, while 
the consumption of sulphur through the 
country, owing to the growth of the 
petroleum industry, is about 20,000 tons. 

Tbe vast bed lately discovered in 
Trans-Caspia is one of the richest in the 
world and will undoubtedly prove of 
great importance. It comprises several 
distinct mounds in an area of twenty- 
three square miles, and is situated 100 
miles from Khiva, near the Amn Darin 
river, and about; .170 miles from Aokahad. 
on the Trans-Caspian railway. None of 
the minerals discovered in the province 
is being worked, and sulphur is doubtless 
the most important of these. The 
mounds above mentioned are dome shap- 
ed about 300 feet high, the sulphur being 
practically exposed, while the ore is gen- 
erally sandstone and contains on an aver- 
age 00 per cent, of sulphur. It is esti- 
mated that the mounds contain over 0,- 
000,000 tons of sulphur, and the local cir- 
cumstances are said to be favorable to 
work on a large scale. Labor is plentiful 
and cheap, and transportation could be 
effected by means of a narrow-gauge line 
to Askahad, and this could be extended 
beyond the deposits to Khiva, where wool 
and other commodities may be had in 
quantities sufficient to make the line 
profitable. Nor. it is said, are there any 
engineering difficulties in the construc- 
tion of such 11 line. 

The supervisors of the city and county 
of San Francisco have passed an ordi- 
nance reducing the hours of labor from 10 
to 13 in the laundries at that place. This 
will benefit 2,000 women aud gins.

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^ INSIDE BIG 

BEN'S TOWER 

The Great Bell That Perches 
Above the Houses of 
Parliament. 



"Big Ben," the famous clock in the 
tower of the houses of parliament, has 
been pointing steadfastly to 12 for the 
greater part of the last month, says the 
London correspondent of the St. Louis 
Olobe Democrat, and public curiosity as 
to Jlis supposed malady became so keen 
that ;i few days ago a solemn statement 
was issued by Her Majesty's board of 
works assuring Ben's 5,Q00,000 of ad- 
jnirers that he was only being cleaned. 

Every Londoner knows that Big Ben 
eclipses all other clocks in the world in 
point of size, and he glories in the mel- 
low, resonant tones with which Ben an- 
nounces the flight of time. The Lon- 
doner keeps even a closer eye on Ben's 
doings than the New Yorker does on 
those of Trinity's clock, and so it hap- 
pens that whenever something breaks in 
Big Ben's "innards" or snow makes 
prisoners of his bands, or be stops with- 
out any apparently good reason, the clerk 
of works at the houses of parliament is 
inundated promtly, as he has been of 
late, with bushels of letters and inquiries 
IIS to thc> personal welfare of tin- great 
timepiece, tin- popular concern not being 
lessened by a current superstition that a 
stopping of this clock presages some dis- 
aster or other to the realm. 

Compared with most of the "sights of 
London," so far as age is concerned. Big 
Ben is entitled only to swaddling clothes, 
for he is a mere infant of a little less 
than fifty years. His odd name he gets 
from the civil engineer who put him 
where he is to-day, and who was a Sir 
Benjamin. 

Perched up in his lofty tower, 200 feet 
in the air, you can sec the outside of Big 
Ben from a good many distant points in 
London. Seeing his inside is another 
matter. Her Majesty's olttee of works, 
which has him in charge, evidently con- 
siders that the part of him that the pub- 
lic sees is the only one the public has 
any right to see, and a visit to the clock 
tower is not included in tin; visitor's tour 
of the houses of parliament. The police- 
man who guards the tower is inexorable 
and tells the would-be caller upon Big 
Ben that the only open sesame is an or- 
der from the ofllce of works. Ordinarily 
such are granted only to scientific par- 
ties, but after some solemn correspond- 
ence one was issued so that this article 
might be written. 

Probably it is largely because of this 
necessary official vigilance that so little 
is generally known about bow the inside 
of the biggest clock in the world really 
looks, and of the many queer things that 
go on there, queerest of all being the 
herculean task of winding his clockship. 

To reach the eerie chamber where all 
these marvels can be viewed, you are 
led up the I5G0 steps of a narrow stair- 
ease so dark that your guide carries a 
lantern. The room of mystery into 
which you emerge is dark, too, lighted 
■only by a couple of gas jots, and it looks 
much more like the inside of a sawmill 
than that of a respectnble and strictly 
parliamentary clock. 

On one side stands a huge, horizontal 
machine with three wheels, two large 
ones and a smaller one between them 
That machine corresponds exactly to the 
puzzling mixture of yellow wheels and 
springs that as a youngster you pried out 
of the nickel clock on the mantelpiece. 
Big Ben strikes hours and quarter hours 
and it is the two large wheels at the ends 
that control the great hammers in the 
bell loft above. The middle wheel with 
its attendant machinery forms the works 
of the clock proper and turns tiie hands 
on the four great dials by means of out 
rod, which you can see running through 
a round hole in the wall just ahov:-. 

It is in this room that probably the 
strangest performance in the way of 
clock winding that was ever given nnj 
where takes place every other day. Ther 
is only one way to wind up the strikiu 
gear, and that is through turning these 
great wheels by means of a handle which 
lits on the side, and to turn them the 
necessary number of times takes six 
hours of steady winding on the part of 
two men, one at each wheel. Bound 
those two wheels must be put sixty-six 
coils of an iron rope, and every coil 
quires 132 tarns. Moreover, it has to 
be done three times a week— Monday 
Wednesday and Friday. 

It is always the same two men who do 
this work. They come from the dock 
firm that has Big Ben in charge, and 
spend the greater part of their time 
in this tierce pursuit. Promptly at 1 
o'clock every other day they lay hold of 
the handles to the two nig wheels and 
let go just once before 7 o'clock booms 
out, this lime to change places, the quar- 
ter-hour wheel being a trifle harder to 
turn. 

Stripped of every shred of clothing ex- 
cept their trousers, they grind away 
there, hour after hour, obliged to put all 
their strength into the work, and un- 
able to pause in it, because, if they did, 
the clock would catch up on them so f 
that the work would have to be done 
over again. 

At tiu> end of their exertions the men 
are bathed in perspiration, the room in 
which they work, to add to their suffer- 
ings, being moderately warm, for the 
outlet to the parliamentary furnace is 
just on the other side of the wall. The 
men do not recommend the work, they 
■.say it is the "hardest ever" and add that 
those 300 stairs that have to be climb- 
ed up and gone down on top of the six 
hours of steady winding will keep off 
buperllous flesh moie effectively than 
any exercising machine or anti-fat that 
ever was dreamt of. It actually wears 
a man out after a while, and the fore- 
man testifies that four previous pairs of 
winder:-; have been retired, almost brok- 
en down in health. 

The winding of the clock proper takes 
-only about twenty-live minutes, ami has 
to be done only twice weekly. It is the 
only clock in England that the govern- 
ment recognizes, being connected by wire 
with Greenwich, and reporting itself there 
■every day. Taken as a whole, winding 
gear" and* all, il. cost $52,000. 
Its four great dials are 22V4 feet wide 
i and had to be made in sections, no fac- 
tory having a room big enough to hold 
the single piece. On them, one minute 
is equal to 2 feet, and It is no trick at 
all to see tempus actually "fugiting" by 
watching the steady progress of the 
great minute hand. That hand is of the 
finest steel, and two men could ride on 
it without the slightest danger of one's 
being kicked in the head, for it is over 
15 feet long. 

The pendulum of the clock is another 
curiosity. Proportionately, it is shorter 
than the pendulum of the ordinary clock, 
being only 14 feet long, with a swing of 
14 inches. For all that, it weighs G80 
pounds, and is extromely sensitive, the 
addition of a little ounce weight send- 
ii!g it ahead a second faster a day. 

Everybody in London invariably refers 
to the parliament clock as "Big Ben." 
yet Big Ben really isn't the clock at all. 
3 but the Iarjre? t of the five bells that hang 



like a bunch of grapes in the loft. This 
was the bell hoisted by Sir Benjamin 
Hall, and a peck oe trouble it caused 
him. The first bell was brought to Lon- 
don in a ship. The ship came within 
an ace of being wrecked, and when the 
bell had actually been placed in the tow- 
er they discovered that it was cracked. 
The present Big Ben was cast down, in 
Whitoehapel, and after he had been put 
up awhile he cracked, too; but a hole 
was cut in his side, which cured him. 
He hangs from an iron-bound oaken 
beam, secured by 1000 feet of chain, and 
tips the scales at the modest weight of 
over thirteen tons, and the hammer that 
smites him hourly weighs 4U0 pounds. 
Tin- quarter hours are struck on the four 
smaller hells. 

It is no fun to be in the little dark 
"works" room when Big Ben tolls out 
the hour. About three minutes before 
he speaks a sort of square fan, fixed on 
n rod near the ceiling, 'whirls half 
around with a sharp "click," then there 
is a pause, and then the delicate bit of 
machinery within that raises the great 
hammer outside does its duty, and it is as 
if the room was inundated with a great 
deafening wave of sound that drowns 
all other noises and makes its hearers' 
ear drums tingle and burn, although it 
does not shake the solidly-built tower. 

The "keeper" of the bell says that 
three years ago, at the time of Dean 
Stanley's funeral from the Abbey, Edi- 
son was in London, ami came, with two 
or three friends, including an American 
woman, and several phonographs, to 
catch and preserve Big Ben's voice in 
the instruments. When all was ready 
and the little fan had spun around, the 
foreman told them quietly not to be 
startled when the clock spoke, as the 
noise was net a thing to be sneezed at. 
Tbi> American woman turned up her 
nose, and remarked that she had heard 
hells before. The foreman smiled, and 
just then the clock .-aid its tremendous 
say. The American party was absolute- 
ly' demoralized by the terrible din and 
forgot all about the phom/fefapu in the 
scramble to get their hands to their ears 
and make sure thai the place wasn't 
coining down. Then they wailed another 
hour to get their "record." 

The same foreman of Big Ben says 
that, the clock's prominent place in the 
public eye makes its charge no sinecure, 
as its slightest lapse from the path of 
rectitude brings a public clamor to know 
what's wrong, to say nothing of the 
strong tendency of Big Ben's admirers 
to regard him as a sort of Anglicized 
Delphic oracle, there being a much es- 
teemed but unfounded tradition that 
whenever Big Ben stops one of the Royal 
family dies. Last winter the clock stop- 
ped twice in succession, and the old 
doorkeepers and commissioners of White- 
hall were shaking their beads most du- 
biously, and when on the August day 
that parliament rose the clocked hurried 
along and— a full hour ahead of time- 
prophetically pointed to 1.25, the time at 
which that body conventionally stood 
prorogued, the firm belief of these old 
soldiers in Big Ben's dealings with the 
supernatural had many an eloquent ex- 
pression. But the clock had failed to 
take notice of the death of the Queen's 
second son a week earlier. 

Ordinarily, however, the stolid old 
Ime-ploco does pretty well, and in his 
real business of keeping time he is a 
marvel, for although it took seven years 
to reach his present expert form, it is 
his custom now to go along for eight or 
nine months without every varying more 
than a fraction over a second. In his ap- 
prenticeship, however, Big Ben once fell 
so far from grace as to fail either to tell 
the time or strike the hours, on which 
iccasion his hands were joined so closely 
in the revolt that one of them couldn't 
be seen at all. 

This behavior on the part of the ex- 
cellent timepiece actually brought about 
a debate in the House of Lords, the re- 
marks of Lord Derby at that time being 
now esteemed a classic. His Lordship 
held a brief against his clockship and 
said: "We all know the circumstances 
under which we have been depiived of 
the doubtful advantage of heaving the 
tones of the great bell; but when a clock 
ceases to address itself to the sense of 
hearing, that is no reason why it should 
decline to present itself to the sense of 
sight. At present one of the hands has 
disappeared altogether, while the other 
.stands at twelve; so that it has the meril 
of being right at least one" in twenty- 
four hours." 

Despite these stern words, the Lords 
pardoned Big Ben, and he has ever since 
remained commanding gencr.il of Ihe 
army of 210 clock that are scattered 
through the houses of parliament. All 
are wound and looked after by one man, 
and. nnturally, it takes the nest put of 
his time.' He was so far 'mpr-'ssed with 
his importance when it W.S explained to 
him that over ■! S0O hours of valuable 
time were un-K-r his personal control that 
be consented to be photographed. 
He hesitated. however, to claim 
the clock-wiiling championship, for. as 
iic. explained, wind'm; clock; by emitrnrl 
is a regu'nt business with many linos 
in England. 

This clock-winder's headquarters is a 
queer little room at the top of a wind- 
ing stair case hidden away behind th» 
House of Lords, and ibis room is filled 
almost to overflowing with clocks and 
oloekinnkors. 'i • it conn", disabled time- 
pieces from the governui'"!! buildings ad 
over London, for the live men who work 
in this room, with two more who hold 
forth in the general post office building, 
form the government's official staff of 
clock doctors. They give all their time 
to winding and repairing, and their oper- 
ations include the astonishing total of 
3,050 clocks.

Modern Methods of Some of t e 
Chicago Places of Worship 
for Example.

Church methods of the present are 
unique, as varied and as progressive ns 
those which obtain in the business world. 
In many instances the same methods are 
employed by the merchant and the min- 
ister, both of whom wish to attract pub- 
lic attention to that which they have to 
offer. This statement would seem to be 
particularly true of Chicago churches and 
their leaders. 

Not many years ago the church which 
advertised its location and tin? welcome 
Which it longed to extend to strangers, by 
means of framed announcements in the 
railway depots and suburban stations, 
was considered so progressive as to be in 
danger of being termed sensational. A 
modest and unobstmsive announcement 
was considered quite (sufficient long after 
this innovation became general. But the 
leading spirits of St. Paul's Universalis! 
church, Prairie avenue and Thirtieth 
street, several years ago decided that 
more progressive methods' would be pro- 
ductive of belter results. A large bul- 
letin board was accordingly erected in a 
prominent location near the church, af- 
ter some discussion, and church circles 
11 over the world were set a-tlutter. Sov- 
ral other churches followed the bulletin 
board example shortly, and church bul- 
letins are now quite plentiful. 

Even more startling religions innova- 
tions have been since adopted from time 
to time by the Chicago church workers. 
One of the most successful of these inno- 
vations is exemplified in the swinging 
electric lights on the top of the spire of 
immanuel Baptist church, on Michigan 
avenue, near Twenty-third street. These 
lights are so vivid and so high as- to at- 
tract attention even from travellers and 
excursionists who view Chicago from the 
lake. Another innovation found popular 
and successful by the same church is that 
of having the church doors open continu- 
ally in all weathers. 

"Come in, rest and pray," runs the le- 
gend conspicuously posted on the front of 
Ihe church, which draws into its quiet 
shades numbers of wheelmen and pedes- 
trians on scorching summer days. The 
leaders of this church believe so thor- 
oughly in the value of church advertis- 
ing tliat they are continually seeking new 
and attractive methods of drawing atten- 
tion to the church and its work. Adver- 
tising, in fact, has become distinctly

The reports made by Canadian maiiufiio- 
tiirers to the American Iron and Steel Asso- 
ciation shows that the production of nlu 
Iron In the Dominion lor tile first si;: 
months of the preheat year amounted to

the whole of the year 1800 amounted to 
ill.

Of the production In Hie 
ilrst half of 1IKX) about one-sixth was made 
with the charcoal as a find, the remainder 
being produced with coke alone. In the 
tlrst haif of 1000 Canada produced both 
Bessemer and basic pig Iron, two compan- 
ies manufacturing Bessemer Die Iron and 
one company manufacturing basic pltr Iron. 
The production of Bessemer pie iron was 
about one-third the production of basic Die 
Iron. The unsold stocks of nig Iron la Can- 
ada en the tlrst July Inst in the hands of 
furnuccmon r their agents none of which 
was Intended for consumption by the manu- 
facturers, and nil of which was for sale, 
amounted to 13,(572 gross tons against 
0.032 tons on December 31. tSPO. And the 
number of completed blast furnaces In 
Cnnada on June 30. 1000. was !l of which I 
were In blast and ." were out of blast. On 
December 31. 1800, there were also 4 fur- 
naces In blast and 5 out of blast. Of the 
total number of furnaces In Canada -I use 
coke as fuel.

The necessity for doing away with the 
"automatic" training of British soldiers 
is urged in the following letter in the 
London Times: 

At a moment when a great war has 
impressed on the minds of the whole 
British nation the necessity for a search- 
ing anil, radical reform of our military 
methods, it is interesting to note what 
is being done by those responsible for the 
efficiency of our army in the way of ap- 
plying the lessons taught by the Sou'h 
African war. The one complaint of 
every impartial spectator of our opera- 
tions in South Africa, whether foreign 
attache, English journalist or colonial 
volunteer, has been of the incredible stu- 
pidity aud want of initiative and adapt- 
ability which characterize the great bulk 
of our regular army, from general down 
to private. It is a great mistake to lay 
ail the blame on the war office. The 
war office is bad enough, no doubt, but 
the evil is far deeper seated. Bed tape 
and routine permeate and paralyze the 
barrack room just as much as the war 
office. The system of training both of- 
ficers and men is largely at tin- root, of 
the whole evil. The one idea, whether 
of military examiners, of inspecting of- 
ficers, or of regimental instructors, is 
that answers should be given, or manoe- 
uvres executed "smartly" and with me- 
chanical precision. Movements must be 
carefully studied until they become auto- 
matic at a word of command, answers 
crammed up till they can be brought out 
"pat" according to the text book, the 
moment, a certain question is asked. 
Whether the soldier has any idea what 
the movement he executes is for, or what 
purpose it would serve against an enemy, 
whether the young officer in for his pro- 
motion examination, or the sentry re- 
porting to his officer as he goes on his 
rounds, has a notion of the real purport 
of the words he scribbles down or gab- 
bles out. is considered a matter of abso- 
lutely no importance. The one object 
striven after is that everything should bo 
loured by rote and according to a fixed 
formula.' The result of it all is our 
"stupid officer" and our infinitely stupid- 
er private soldier. One might, perhaps, 
have hoped that the war would lend to 
reform, or. at least, to the removal of 
the most glaring absurdities by the mili- 
tary authorities themselves. Yet . the 
very contrary seems to be the case. This 
uorning there appears in your columns 
under the heading of "Naval and Mili- 
tary Intelligence." a paragraph which is 
trikingl.v typical of all that is worst 
and most ridiculous in our army system 
that it is worth quoting in full:

1 1, appears that the general in com- 
mand of the Curragh Camp found some 
little while ago that outposts and ve- 
dettes, though able when questioned by 
an officer t<> give all the information de- 
sired, were quite unable to reel off a 
series of sentences about every possible 
or impossible contingency with the smart- 
ness and precision which are thought so 
essential.

Some of the sentences, like Nos. 1 and 
10, will certainly not improve the sol- 
dier's notions of English grammar, how- 
ever much they may aid his faculty of 
judging the enemy's movements or 
strengthen his resolve to attend strictly 
to his duties. Others, like S and 0, are 
of general character, ami to learn them is 
about as much use to a vedette as it 
would be to a novice in swimming to 
learn by heart some phrase to the fol- 
lowing effect: "I must kepi) my head 
above water, aud I shall sink unless I 
can succeed in remaining on the sur- 
face." Other sentences are quite be- 
yond the comprehension of the ordinary 
soldier, being full of words that are un- 
known tn his limited vocabulary. And 
the whole lot would be quite useless in 
actual warfare. If the sentry has no 
notion, or only a faint one. of the enemy's 
whereabouts, and if there is no road for 
the enemy to advance on. the whole ap- 
paratus of set phrases has to go by the 
board. But. in the meanwhile, the sol- 
dier has wasted his time mid stupefied 
his brains by learning to repent useless 
and. in his ease, very often unintelligible, 
platitudes. The waste of time Is a very 
real one. for "Tommy Atkins" is not: a 
quick learner. One has only to think of 
applying the same system to any other 
kind of work to See its absurdity. Im- 
agine a sportsman issuing a code of stock 
phrases for the use of his gillies or 
keepers.

Just about now the thoughts of the 
people of the theatre are turning to- 
ward their seasons ou the road, With 
faces averted from the Iliaifo, grips in 
hand, and regret :n heart, they ate 
thinking of days in boarding houses or 
cheap hotels, nights in study cars, flnd 
weeks and mouths of wandering far 
away from the glare and glamor of "the 
alley." 

The conditions of life in which the 
actor on the road find.) himself are little 
understood by the general public. To a 
large majority of the profession — men 
and women alike — the garish hotel, with 
its uncertain degree of comfort, is de- 
nied, while to most of them' the thea- 
trical boarding house, witli its positive 
degree of discomfort, is assured, once 
their feet are turned from Broadway. 
And even to those members of the pro- 
fession who are not obliged to practice 
strict economy in living the queer hotel 
is a necessity in one-night stands that 
afford no bitter. The best hotels, too, 
in a season of some forty weeks are apt 
to pall and get monotonous. Bills of 
fare found to he singularly alike from 
town to town. The boiled mutton and 
beef croquettes, masquerading under the 
false pretense of picturesque French 
names, projected themselves with re- 
markable regularity from Maine to Cali- 
fornia, from Canada to Texas. And af- 
ter a continuous diet of such fare the 
comment is not upon the' varying degree 
of goodness, but on the cumulating de- 
gree of uupulatablcness of the meals. 

The theatrical boarding house ifl a 
class in itself. Eacli large city lias one 
or more— in a few of them the rate of 
living is as high as in the better hotels, 
but they are generally sought because 
the prices are lower, while providing 
more homelike surroundings. There, too, 
the actor knows lie will find congenial 
companionship and the latest news of 
professional doings. The landlady is 
sure to acquaint him with the newest 
gossip in the company that played "in 
town" last week. Many a romance be- 
gins in the theatrical boarding house— 
and ends there. And hopes and dreams 
enter there in which the actors are not 
the only ones to play the parts. 

The boarding bouse keeper is not in- 
frequently an actress who "has seen bet- 
ter days." Perhaps she has gone into 
that business as a temporary stop-gap 
while times were bad. One of the bet- 
ter-known women of the class, whose 
house is sought by many well-known 
professionals, was at one time a farily 
well-known actress. She married, and 
her husband was taken ill. That she 
might the better nurse and care for him, 
she refused an engagement on the road 
and took a small house. Her intention 
was to absent herself only temporarily 
from the stage. She took boarders to 
help pay the rent. Her husband linger- 
ed for "several years, getting no better. 
All the time she devoted herself to him. 
and at times the struggle was hard. 
Times for her did not improve; her 
beauty faded, the wrinkles came, hope 
and ambition fled. But to-day she loves 
to tell the younger people what she 
would have done if she had continued 
to act, and in the carving of the roast 
she sometimes pauses, with knife up- 
raised, to quote a phrase and illustrate 
an action from the melodrama of for- 
gotten days. 

The typical theatrical hoarding houses 
differ little from one another. In the 
parlor there is the inevitable red plush 
album, in which repose pictures of play 
ers the very names of whom would sound 
strange in the ears of the average pa- 
tron of the theatres. On the mantel an 
imperial photograph of a popular lead- 
ing man at one end balances a similar 
counterfeit of a woman star, identically 
placed at the other end. A pair of foils, 
symbolic of classic drama, hangs be- 
tween them. A canary bird and a globe 
of goldfish, an overfed cat and a chort- 
ling parrot divert attention, and a vase 
full of artificial grasses and the mo- 
hair chairs, rescued from the auction 
room, are lumpy with departed spring. 
An an- of antiquity and cabbage bangs 
about it all. 

Morning does not begin early in the 
theatrical boarding house, but when the 
noonday breakfast is over the tousle- 
haired soubrette, with attenuated voice, 
invites all to "Come where my love lies 
dreaming," while the heavy man pounds 
out an accompaniment on u cracked 
piano that wheezes and sniffles in the 
treble and groans and grunts in the 
deep chest notes. Up in the hall room 
Hack the novitiate is telling the first old 
man what he will do some day. In 
truste'd with a one-line part, he under- 
studies all the others. When any of the 
older actors come to breakfast a trifle 
hoarse or indisposed, lie trembles be- 
tween hope and fear at the thought that 
his time has come. And leaving the gos- 
sip and the gayety, the youth wanders 
forth into deserted roles that he hopes 
be may be called on soon to play. But 
the leading man has an exasperating 
way of turning up all right at night; 
then disappointment and "Master, the 
carriage awaits" is the young man's por- 
tion, and heroics are pushed far off into 
the future. 

After the play the Queen, who lias- 
fared sumptuously on papier maphe fowl 
and plaster of paris fruit, conies to the 
theatrical boarding house to partake of 
more modest and more filling tongue and 
ham sandwiches. Bumpers of imaginary 
champagne give way to real beer. 

Of pleasures on the rond the greatest, 
perhaps, to the actor is to strike a town 
where another company is booked, whose 
matinee does not conflict with his own. 
Few of the players can resist the oppor- 
tunity — rare enough on the road — of see- 
ing their friends behind the footlights. 
Whether the rival performance be good 
or bad, it is usually enjoyed with keen 
relish. Not all that is said by those in 
the orchestra seats at such a perform- 
ance is complimentary, but the applause 
is vigorous and inspiring. For those on 
the stage the knowledge that profession- 
als are "in front" gives zest to the worB. 
New life is injected into the performance. 

The man at the peephole sees a fa- 
miliar face in a stage box, and it does 
out take long for that fact to make the 
rounds of the dressing rooms. The char- 
acter old man, who has grown a bit: care- 
less with his make-up in the "jay towns," 
strains his eyesto get the paint on 
"clean," Wigs are carefully dressed. 
The shirt, a bit spotted, that seemed 
clean enough before, is now tossed nside, 
and the leading man transfers his studs 
to one of spotless whiteness. The hero- 
ine gets out: her best gown — the one she 
has been saving "for the opening night 
in Chicago," and there is a general uight 
in Chicago," and there is a general 
brush up all around. Oslikosh or Po- 
dunk; on such occasions, gets a perform- 
ance that for nerve and go is rare. 

It is remarkable wdiat can be done un- 
der such conditions, even in theatres 



that lack all things modern and effective. 
A well-known star was making a tour 
in the West several seasons ago. It was 
what, is known as a "heavy show" with 
a carload of scenery. The season was 
booked in large cities, but to break a 
long railroad jump it was decided to 
play one night in a small Montana town. 
The actors, grumbling, made their way 
to the little place, before which hung 
the rain-soaked sign, "Opera. House." 
The stage was so small that none cf 
the sets could be used, and two stock 
scenes of the theatre had to answer for 
the entire action of the piece. All of 
tile women dressed in one small room. 
The men were crowded into another. 
The stage was lighted by kerosene lamps, 
which also provided a row of primitive 
footlights. The actors, literally dressed 
in their trunks. They made up by can- 
dle light. 

Just before the curtain rose it became 
known that a well-known old-time tra- 
gedian was in front. He had retired 
from the stage, and was living the life 
of a ranchman. Most of the audience 
were cattlemen and miners, with a few 
women scattered here and there. But 
there was inspiration for the players in 
the rough-looking, bearded man sitting 
intently in the front row and from an 
acting standpoint the performance was 
one of the best the company gave that 
season. 

Of actual hardship on the road, the 
worst, perhaps, is the condition of travel 
at some seasons and in certain sections 
of the country. This is notably the case 
where night jumps are made, often neces- 
itatiug changing of trains at stations 
where long waits are made more tedious 
by the utter lack of comfort. In the 
cross-roads station the actors gather 
about, the little cannon stove within 
which a feeble blue flame struggles for 
existence. Outside the snow falls. A 
keen wind penetrates the crevices and 
chinks, or blows in gustily at each open- 
ing of the door. The train is behind 
time. When it docs come the actors floun- 
der through the high-drifted snow and 
pile into the coaches, only to find them 
crowded witli immigrants. Most of the 
passengers are asleep, and their boxes 
and bags litter the floor and seats. At 
such times women aud men must stand, 
frequently for hours, until the destina- 
tion is reached. To add to the discom- 
fort, the air is thick with the fumes of 
tobacco and the stench from discarded 
hits of luncheon that the day passengers 
have left. 

Wheil the town is reached, where the 
players are to appear their troubles art 
not always over. The one hotel is crowd 
ed. 

"Very sorry," says the urbane host 
"but ail the rooms are full. Fix yon up 
in the morning, all right." And huddling 
in the office they snatch what sleep they 
can. 

Actors and actress have learned to 
make the best of such conditions, though 
to the novitiate they bring that sickish 
feeling that comes with the thoughts of 
home and a comfortable bed. Even to 
those who have had long experience such 
conditions are pretty apt to bring memor- 
ies of those far away. And sympathies 
are quickened. Two years ago a party 
of actors was so situated one bleak De- 
cember night in a far Western town. The 
star of the aggregation wart a man whoso 
hair had grown silvery in the long years 
of service. At his home far across the 
continent his wife was on a sick bed, 
critically ill. That day she was to en 
dure an operation and the moment lie 
alighted from the train he made his way 
to the telegraph operator and inquired if 
a message had come. There was nothing 
for him. So he stood on the platform, 
where the young men of the company 
were trying to keep the blood warm with 
foot races and athletic sports, cheering 
them on with words of praise, 
The station loungers, who never go tq 
bed, gathered about, and several Indians 
in colored blankets joined the group. The 
snow had ceased to fall, but far away a 
silvery sheet stretched across the plain. 

As the old actor's eyes surveyed tho 
landscape, his mind reverted to a picture 
that contrasted strangely with it. He 
spoke of old days in California, when lie 
hi» played the leading parts in the San 
Francisco stock. He told of one sun- 
shiny morning when on his way to re- 
hearsal, he passed a group of laughing 
giris at the old flower market. One fnco 
he saw and remembered. A few months 
later he met and loved the girl, and in 
the fall they were wed. From that time 
on she had been a companion to him, 
accompanying him on all of his tours. 
Then the illness came, and for the first 
lime he was obliged to be away from her 
for a period of many weeks. He paused 
many times in the recalling of those dayn 
lo ask for the message on which his mind 
was bent. And at last, when the dawn 
was tinging the snowdrifts with a pink- 
ish light, the operator camo out and hand 
ed him a slip of yellow paper. 

The members of the company gathered 
about and waited while he read, through 
a film of tears, 'hut the operation had 
been a success and tho wife would live. 
And across that bleak, deserted plain 
reverberated a joyful shout that startled 
the coyotes from their retreats and made 
the eyes of the natives bulge with won- 
der.

THE ENGLISH OF ENGLAND. 

An American Visitor's Hard Wrestle 
With Odd Words 

From the Boston Transcript. 

It isn't alone the accent, nor yet the 
mllection, which makes the English of 
the English puzaling to Amcrienti ears. 
It is the very definite and inflexible way 
of saying thiiifis. They speak by n code. 
When it rains it is "a dull day, isn't it V" 
When the tliemometer mounts into the 
eighties it is "close." The weather is 
"thick" when tho mist creeps over tho 
landscape, or "fine" so Ions as it does 
not actually rain. To n London land- 
lady, one scorching .Inly day, I observed 
that the morning was "hot." Could you 
have seen the stare of well-bred amaze- 
ment with which flliv replied irreproach- 
ably. "It is close," you -would not won- 
der thai I registered a vow to try my 
own methods no more. 

Hul; the expressions are not only un- 
Aniericanly uniform — they are pretty uni- 
formly un-American. Ordinarily, that 
is all the trouble there is about it. The 
phrase is intelligible enough, but strange. 
For instance, when you are told that 
the yelling mob of public-school boys who 
pack the trains on the first of August 
are going home for the "hanlidays," you 
get a momentary shock. We have the 
holidays so closely associated with frost 
and Ohristmasing that it is hard to real- 
ize that the word may be properly ap- 
plied to tho dog days. Again, when the 
landlady at an inn, in answer to your 
request for rooms, plumps out her ready- 
made phrase, >' We're full up!" there is 
no chance for raisnndersttnding. So with 
"lire assurance," "message boy," "keep- 
er-ring" (guard ring), "secret bed',' (fold- 
ing bed), etc., nil very logical, no doubt, 
but likely nevertheless, when first you 
meet them, to give your brain a turn. 

Now and then, however, you encounter 
nn expression by no means simple of 
comprehension. When on the dizzy top 
of my first London bus an inoffensive 
looking Englishwoman turned to me and 
said stiffly, "Thank you!" I (lid not un- 
derstand her. Twice she repeated with 
stern emphasis, "Thank you!" and half 
rose from her seat. Then I saw that 



she wanted to pass me. The remark 
was a request the first time, a com- 
mand tho second. But how, pray, was 
an American to know that? Even the 
simple words "up" and "down" proved 
too much for me when I found them 
marking the platforms of a suburban 
station. Being hound for the north I se- 
lected the side placarded "Up trains." 
Presently n porter came to me and de- 
manded abruptly, "Where for?" "York," 
said I. A shade of melancholy crossed 
his fuce. "You'll 'avo to cross the line 
by the bridge, Miss; this is the hup side." 
I protested. I was going due north, and 
would by no means take a down train. 
"Well, you be going from London, 
be'nnt you, Miss?" retorted the porter, 
as if that settled it. And, indeed, it did. 
North, south, east, or west, it's "up" to 
London and "down" to everything else in 
the island. On anotfier occasion I came 
near being dashed to death by a pursu- 
ing hansom, because, forsooth, I stood 
still when the driver yelled, "Hi, hi!" 
To me "hi" meant, "Hold ou, there, I 
want to speak to you." 

Five of these mystifying phrnnefi I not- 
ed in my dinry, and unravaled them one 
by one. They wore "steam roundabout," 
"a fall for travelling," "anuual sermon." 
"cubicle," and "chocolate sandwich." 
The sandwich I ate; it was layer cake. 
The cubicle I investigated and found it 
to bo a tiny bedroom. The annual ser- 
mon I found on inquiry did not mean 
on3y one sermon a year. The fall I 
bought, and it proved to be a veil. Last- 
ly, I refused to have anything to do with 
a steam roundabout when it turned out 
to be a rampant merry-go-round. 

Still, ou the whole, I had little serious 
trouble in understanding what was said 
to me. It needed only a little ingenuity 
and a few questions to got at the mean- 
ing. When it came to making the En- 
glish understand me, however, it was a 
very different matter. I found them any- 
thing but agile in interpreting unfamiliar 
phrases. It was only after repeated fail- 
ures to persuade the bus conductor to 
"let mo out" at a specific crossing that I 
learned to say "put me down," which 
worked like a charm. I asked n booking 
clerk for stop-over privileges, and he 
stared in amazement. I might "break 
tho journey" if I liked, but what did I 
moan by "stop-over"? "fteturn trip" on- 
ly served to elevate everybody's eye- 
brows. I soon learned to replace it with 
"How much for the round?" Nobody 
understood me when i asked how many 
blocks or squares it was to the cathe- 
dral. But if I said "Can you direct me 
to the cathedral?" out came the concise 
reply: "Top of the street, second turn- 
ing to the left. You'can't miss it." In 
Warwickshire I tried to send my too 
cumbersome trunk ahead by express. The 
porter assured me this was impossible — 
there was no such, system in England. 
"Freight?" No, ho didn't know anything 
about freight. It took the penetration of 
the hotel porter to fathom my' difficulty 
and supply the magic words, "goods 
train." In London I attempted to buy 
n pair of silver cuff buttons. "I don't 
think we have the artiede, madam," said 
the perplexed clerk. "Sleeve buttons?" 
No bettor. "Cu|T links, sleeve links?" 
Still no success. "Things to fasten your 
cuffs with!" I cried at last in despera- 
tion. Slowly a light broke over bis 
countenance. "Ah!" he exclaimed, "you 
mean solitaires!" and he didn't mean 
diamonds, either. Again, needing a pa- 
per fan for steamer use I inquired at a 
pharmaceutical chemist shop where funs 
were to be found, and was directed to a 
fruiterer and florist hard by. An un- 
likely place, thought I. However, in I 
went and demanded a fan. "Certainly." 
said the obsequious shopkeeper, "but Oo 
you require one in a pot?" They 
thought I said "fairn" to rhyme with 
"bairn" nnd that in their diallect is spell- 
ed f-o-r-n.

MINES AND MINING 



A Weekly Summary of Events. 



This week the Rossland output shows 
n. slight fulling off, the return being O,- 
L'50 tons. Of this J,34S tons is credited 
to Le Koi, 1,770 to Centre Star, 00 to 
Iron Musk, and 50 to Giant. At* a mat- 
ter of fact Le Koi could almost double 
its production at once if the Northport 
smelter was equal to the tusk of treat- 
ing it; and this apart from what the sub- 
sidiary companies are capable of pro- 
ducing. Hence the output at present is 
no sort of indication of the standing of 
the camp. Meanwhile the capacity of 
the smelter at Northport has been in- 
creased to three furnaces and facili- 
ties for shipments from the Le Koi will 
he greatly improved now that the new 
sampling mill is completed. Meanwhile, 
in order to permit of the shipment of 
high-grade matte, it will be necessary to 
add to the number of the mechanical 
roasters at the smelter of the mechanical 
tion of the matte, and also provide an 
additional briquctting machine for the 
perparation of briquettes for the final 
smelting. It is, moreover, the intention 
to further add to the number of furnnces, 
until this is done it is probable that pro- 
duction from the B. A. C. groups will be 
much restricted. The Centre Star will 
in future ship only on six days in the 
week, but as the intention is to keep the 
shipments at the 2,100 figure for the 
week, 250 tons a day will lie taken from 
the stopes and 100 from the dump. 

Underground in the Le Koi the usual 
work is being vigorously prosecuted. An 
important incident of the week is that 
on tlie five hundred foot level the Josie 
dike line been cut through and ore of a 
shipping grade has been found ou the 
west side of the dike. There has not 
been sufficient work done to demonstrate 
the extent of the ore shoot. The strike, 
however, is important, inasmuch as it Is 
the farthest west that ore has been 
found on the main vein of the Le Koi. 
It is a continuation of the Tregcar slope, 
which is one of the richest and most ex- 
tensive in the mine. It is fair to sup- 
pose that it is as extensive on the west 
of the dike as it is on the east side, 
where it is one of the largest slopes in 
the mine. The Iron Mask proposes to 
ship 30 tons daily henceforward, and 
this output will be considerably increas- 
ed directly more backs are exposed. 
Drifting on the vein is in progress at the 
500 level west, and at the 275 level east. 
A crosscut is also being made at the 500 
foot level west in order to open up a 
second ore body lying to the north of that 
now about to be worked. 

BRITISH COLUMBIA OKES AT 

SPOKANE. 
The fact that Britisli Columbia ores 
secured no fewer than twenty out of 
thirty-eight awards nt the recently held 
Spokane Industrial Exposition, if noth- 
ing else, that the mine-owners of the 
province fully appreciate the value of 
i.dvertising.

"The board of directors of the Win- 
nipeg Mining and Smelting Company, 
Limited, regret to inform the stockhold- 
ers that their efforts to make the mine 
a self-sustniniug property without re-or- 
ganization have failed. In February of 
this year the mine was shut down by the 
old management ami remained in* that 
condition for about three months. About 
the middle of May, some large blocks of 
stock having changed hands, all the old 
directors but two resigned and new ones 
were elected to fill the vacancies. The 
new management found the affairs of the 
company in a very discouraging condi- 
tion. The mine was by no means proved, 
and much costly development work would 
be necessary before it could be a steady 
producer. There were only $048 in the 
treasury— insufficient to meet the cost of 
unwutering the mine alone — and less than 
20,000 shares of treasury stock on hand 
and its best market price the lowest in 
the history of the company. The man 
agement, however, had great confidence 
in the property, although not unmindful 
of the difficulties before them in attempt- 
ing to make a mine without either funds 
or treasury stock. Some tho.rght of re- 
organization at that time was entertain- 
ed, but after obtaining the services of 
Mr. N. F. Tregcar as superintendent end 
consulting with him it was dually de- 
cided to make a strong effort to make 
the mine self-sustaining without re-or- 
ganization. For some months wc were 
in a measure successful, but the compul- 
sory development work and the heavy 
freight and treatment rates were too 
much for our resources in the present 
state of development. . An important 
cross-cut on the 100-foot level has been 
run 120 feet and should be continued, 
but at every turn we were hampered 
by lack of funds, without which no con- 
siderable development could be prose- 
cuted. The Winnipeg ground :s consid- 
erably broken up above the oOO-fo it lev- 
el, and it was very desirable to sink, to 
as to get below the umo of disturbance, 
but this policy also could not be prose- 
cuted without running the property ser- 
iously into debt. 

"In Mr. Tregcar the company bus a 
first-class superintendent. lie has :is- 
sured the management (hat the property 
promises well on further development, 
and he strongly endorses our reorganiza- 
tion plans, lie is confident that the Win- 
nipeg will make a mine, although rtad- 
ily acknowledging that the difficulties en- 
countered have been greater than he ex- 
pected. 

"Many of the numerous leJgcs on the 
Winnipeg are low-grade — too low *o ship 
profitably to the Trail smelter at ¥7 
(where most of our ore went), or even to 
the Granby at $5.50, but in December 
next the Greenwood smelter will give us 
n $-1 rate. On the ore the Winnipeg bus 
already shipped a .$4 rate would not.ouly 
have saved the Winnipeg Company se- 
veral thousand dollars, but it would have 
enabled us to have shipped lower grade 
ore which a $7 rate made prohibitory.

Origin and Meaning of Many Political 
Phrases Familiar in Britain. 

From the London Express. 

What will he the great election cry uf 
1IXX) .Many people have their own notions 
as to liuw lo wm geueral elections, but 
most of them are suggestive o£ political 
mildness rather than statesmanship. Not 
many mouths ago tlie editor ot a Loudon 
dally received a long letter from u t'utue.v 
geut'.elucu. who urged that Lord Uosbery 
could ride back lo power at the head uf tlie 
Liberal party ou the. cry of "Cheap .Ni- 
trate," a matter of vast Importance to the 
farmers. 

The suggestion of "A Ilrltish Dinner for 
the British Isles," Is not nearly so absurd, 
but it Is hardly less impossible thUU the 
oilier. Boih these cries would catch the 
vules of the men who propose them, but 
they would delude nobody else. 

Due cif the Liberal candidates— Col. Wll- 
llvin Woods, of Wigan— has suggested that 
the Liberal's watchwords should be a vari- 
ation of the old phrase, "I'eace. Retrench- 
ment, and Ueform" Into "Peace. Efficiency 
and Reform," and good use will doubtless 
be made of the suggestion, which Is cer- 
tainly an excellent adaption for the times. 

Itut "Peace, Efficiency and Reform" Is 
swre to be lost la the noise of the treat 
"khaki" cry. which bids fair to be the 
most popular election word ever known. 
THE "PAINTED LATH." 

Nine people out of ten attribute this 
famous remark to Blsinurck. the matter of 
empires and phrases. Rut. as a mutter of 
fact, the phrase owes Its origin tc a much 
smaller man. Count Ignatlell, once Ru ssian 
ambassador ut Constantinople. 

The Idea that the phrase sprung from 
the deliberations of the Berlin Congress In 
1K7N, Is entirely erroneous, and It Is, Indeed, 
doubtful whether It originally referred to 
Lord Salisbury at all. 

Thousands of speeches will be made on 
such texts us "Jingoism" und "Little Ene- 
lunders." "Jingo" came Into politics about 
the same time us the painted luth, urrlvlnir 
In the form of u popular song. The post 
brought It one morning to the "Great Mac- 
dennott." to whom it was sent by the 
author, u Mr. (;. W. Hunt. Mr. Hunt 
thought the song stiff, but the "Great MttC- 
dermott," an old snllor himself, caught UP 
the lines nnd made them famous. In a few 
days all England was singing "We don't 
want to light, but. by Jingo. If we do." 
SHAKESPEARE'S "LITTLE ENGLAND" 

"Little England" Is Shakespearean. To 
the Immortal William. England was "like 
little body with a mighty heart." nnd In 
"Henry VIII." he makes the shrewd old 
lady prophesy to Anne Boleyn: 

In faith for little England 
You'd venture an emballlng,

the orb, one of the Insignia used ut u coro- 
nation. A century later Sir John Van- 
burgh wrote:

THANKSGIVING. 

Lust Monday "Thanksgiving Day" was 
given us the subject lor composition to 
the whole school, and on Wednesday 
every pupil handed in an essay on the 
subject. The following ure a few ex- 
tracts from these essays: 

Thanksgiving Day is an annual thanks- 
giving to the Creator for the mercies of 
the closing year, and is generally fixed 
to take place after the ingathering of 
the cro[is. In Canada the Brst national 
thanksgiving was held in Halifax, on 
2Sth September 170;t, and was specially 
for the conclusion of the war between 
Great Britain and Prance. The annual 
observance of Thanksgiving Day in Can- 
ada by proclamation has a much more 
recent date than Unit mentioned, and it 
is dupposed that its origin was borrowed 
from the custom in the United States. 

Thanksgiving Duy is chiefly nn Ameri- 
car institution. After the first harvest 
of the New England colonists, in 1021, 
Gov. Bradford made provision for their 
rejoicing specially together with praise 
and prayer. In 102:! a day of fasting and 
prayer in the midst of drought was 
changed into thanksgiving by the coming 
of rain during the prayers; gradually the 
custom prevailed of appointing thanks- 
giving annually after harvest. These ap- 
pointments were by proclamation of the 
governors of the several New England 
siatetJ. During the revolution, a day ot 
national thanksgiving was annually re- 
commended by congress. Washington 

• recommended such a day after the adop- 
tion of the constitution, and his exam- 
ple was occasionally imitated by aubso- 
quent presidents. During the war be- 

' tween the North and South, President 
Lincoln frequently recommended the ob- 
servance of such a day after victories, 
and made a proclamation for a national 
observance in 1S03. Since thnt time a 

I proclamation has been annually issued, 

I nnd custom ban fixed on the last Thurs- 
day of November as the time of observ- 
ance. 

j Every nation lias its thanksgiving festi- 
val. In olden timcn marry-making was 
not the only duty; high religious rites 
took place. The most beautiful of all 
these feafits was the feast of all tho 
tabernacles, of the old Hebrew thanks- 
giving, when multitudes of people came 
from Jerusalem. It has been said thnt 
the United States inherited its pious and 
thanksgiving spirt from its old Dutch an- 
cestors, who were especially noted for 
their agricultural skill. An old Dutch 
custom was lor groups to go from place 
to place and help the threshers with the 
harvest. When this was done, the lead- 
er killed a ram, and the girls who help- 
ed in the threshing washed their faces in 
spring water, strewn with flowers. After 
it. became dark there wore (lancing and 
feasting. The old English harvest home 
consisted of dances on the village green, 
or in the manor halls, when the lords und 
ladies mingled with those who had gath- 
ered tho crop. 

When Governor Bradford, in 1021, im- 
mortalized himself by appointing Thanks- 
giving Dny. he also provided his people 
with a good dinner to be thankful for. 
After issuing the first thanksgiving pro- 
clamation, the occasion for which was a 
bountiful harvest, :if er a long term of 
famine, be -sent four hunters into the 
woods for game, so thnt all the people 
might feast. 

These Puritan hunters returned laden 
down with wild turkeys, and to this day 
yre retain the old custom and have turkey 
for Thanksgiving dinner. 

Thanksgiving as nn | institution hud 
many tips and downs. When the Dutch 
of New Amsterdam adopted it, they con- 
verted the day into one of prayer, forbid- 
ding all forms of enjoyment and feasting. 
On the other hand the Puritans feasted 
royally, trusting in this way to discourage 
people from observing Christmas, of 
which they had a hatred. 

Thanksgiving Dny hnd its origin in 
1021. when Governor William Bradford, 
of Plymouth colony, appointed a special 
day for praise and thanksgiving. Thor<> 
was no feasting or merry-malring, au this 
wns sinful in the eves of those stern men. 

One of the families of Plymouth was 
thought to be extravngant nt table, and 
tho ministers of the church watch- 
ed it closely. On a Thanksgiving 
Day one of the elders of the colony ac- 
companied tho father of the family to 
his home. . He nte his dinner, but he 
had gloomy forebodings, for the children 



were in such suppressed excitement that 
all could not be well. What was his 

There is no specified time in Canada 
for the keeping of this day. It may bo 
held on a Thursday in OctoKci- or in 
November, the date being set by the fed- 
eral government. 

Thanksgiving^ has become an estab- 
lished custom— in England, Canada and 
the United States, but it is more gener- 
ally kept as a holiday in the two latter 
countries. In Etg'Jand it bus been the 
custom for many years past to hold a 
service of thanksgiving for special bless- 
ings vouchsafed us, such as the termina- 
tion of war, deliverance from great epi- 
demics like the plague and cholera, res- 
toration to health ufter severe illness of 
any member of the Royal family, the 
last instance of this kind being on Feb- 
ruary 8, 1S7S, on which date the Prince 
of Wales recovered from an illness which 
was thought would prove fatal. 

On this Thanksgiving we have some- 
thing more than usual to return thanks 
for, and that is the end of the terrible 
war in Africa and the home-coming of 
our brave boys. 

surprise and horror when the mother 
left the table and brought in a lurge 
plum pudding, the first ever eaten on 
Thanksgiving. Rising, he rebuked her

As she 
felt truly thankful for having her hus- 
band and children living, when so many 
hnd died of famine, she thought that to 
give them— especially the children, who 
had gone through so many hardships tin- 
suited to their young lives— a treat upon 
this day would make that duy especially 
remembered.
